The Ohio senator could not have described 
himself better if he had spent weeks in the 
work, and no friend or enemy could tell his 
character more accurately. He was almost 
born a soldier, for he went to war when he 
was a mere boy. He has fought his way 


ever since, and it must be said to his credit | 


that he has always battled in the open. He 
has made many mistakes—hundreds upon 
hundreds of them—and he has made the 
greatest mistake of his life, from a political 
standpoint, within the last year ortwo, His 
mistakes, however, have been those entirely 
characteristic of the soldier and not of the 
diplomat. 

Senator Foraker has not succeeded tn Ohio 
in the present juncture. He has been worsted 
in a square fight, which he himself invited, 
but it is at least worth remembering that, if 
he had dodged the issue, if he had burrowed 
under the ground instead of fighting from 
the hilltop, he would have been a good deal 
better off than he is today. Furthermore, 
like every veteran soldier, Foraker is inured 
to defeat. He has no easy time of it in Ohio 
politics. He was beaten again and again, 
and beaten hard, but he never reached the 
point of political surrender.

PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


Few Are Found. Which Obey 
the City Ordinance Re- 
quiring Exit Drills 
Twice a Month. 


WARNING GIVEN TO ALL. 


Big Corps of Inspectors Visits 
Buildings and Orders Pre- 
cautions to Be Taken 
at Once. 


Lax methods in private schools of Chicago 
in the matter of protecting pupils from pos- 
sible fires such as the North Collinwood dis- 
aster, where 164 school children were cre- 
mated, were. found yesterday in a canvass of 
these educational institutions. 

With few exceptions private schools disre- 
garded the city ordinance providing that fire 
drill be held at least twice a month and a 
written report be kept of the time used in 
clearing the buildings 

At a conference held during the day by Act- 
ing Bullding Commissioner Robert Knight, 
Fire Marshal Horan, and School Architect 
Dwight H. Perkins it was decided to inspect 


and to demand the enforcement of every ordi- 
z nance pertaining to the protection of pupils 
from the danger of fire. 


Fire Drills Are Compulsory. 

Thirty building inspectors, 158 fire captains 
and Neutenants, and twenty superintendents 
of construction of the board of education 
have been detailed to the work of inspection. 
Their instructions are to arrest any one 
found responsible for locking doors while 
children are in the school buildings and to 
notify principals of private schools that the 
ordinance in regard to fire drills must be 
obeyed or the maximum punishment would 
be insisted upon. 

The inspection is to be similar to that which 
followed the Iroquojs theater fire. Besides 
finding whether the ordipances are being 
complied with, firemen have had instructions 
from Chief Horan to report all conditions 
which appear to be a menace. : 

“I know from personal experience that 
closets are built by janitors under stairs- 
ways,” said Commissioner Knight. “ These 
places are filled with waste of various kinds 
and are dangerous.” 

Asked about the ordinance requiring fire 
Arine, Mr. Knight said: 

Under this construction given by the city 
council every private school must conform 
with the regulations the same as public 
schools.“ 


Text of City Ordinance. 
Part of the ordinance relating to fire drills 
follows: 

The principal or other person in charge of 
the pupils of every such building shall estab- 
‘lish and maintain a good and efficient fire 
drill, which shall be practiced at least twice 
every month during the time such building is 
useé for school purposes. 

“ A record shall be kept by the principal or 
other person in charge of the pupils of each 
fire drill held and of the time that elapses 
from the first fire signal until the last person 
is out of the building.” 

“Is any such record kept in private 
schools?’’ Commissioner Knight was asked. 

Not to my knowledge since a year ago,“ 
he replied. ‘' But it is this way. Inspectors 
from this office are supposed to visit the 
schools every 60 often and when any infrac- 
tion of the ordinance is found a report has to 
be made.” 

“The ordinance is, then, a sort of dead 
letter?“ 

* Well, it may have been for a short time, 
but from now on we will insist that it be en- 
forced. Inspectors have been kept busy ail 
day informing principals of this.“ 


Drills in Holy Name School. 


Only one private school was found on the 
north side, whére fire drills are held twice a 
month, but at none was a record of the drills 
kept. At one institution it was announced 
that, although in the past the ordinance had 
been disregarded, the practice drills were 
started immediately on receiving instructions 
from Commissioner Knight and they will be 
continued. 

Holy Name school, on the north side, where 
there are 600 pupils, holds fire drills twice or 
three times a month. The school “building 
was emptied of its pupils last Friday in one 
minute and thirty seconds. The Rev. Father 
D. L. McDonald is in charge of the school. 

The Chicago Kindergarten institute, 40 
Scott street, where 100 students are enrolled, 
holds no fire drill. The building is a three 
story structure, with but front and rear en- 
trances. ‘The doors at the front swing in- 
ward. 

Mr. Page, the husband of Mrs. Mary Boom- 
er Page, one of the directors, was asked: 

“Do you ever hold any fire drills?“ 

„Never heard of anything like that around 
here,” he answered. 

“Don’t you know the city ordinance re- 
quires fire drills to be held twice a month and 
a record kept of them?’ 

„ don't know anything about it. I guess 
the students here are capable of taking care 
of themselves in case of fire.” 

Peril for 300 Girl Pupils. 

In the same building, the Gertrude house, 
are several classes from the Chicago Latin 
school. These pupils are not put through a 
fire drill. 

The Chicago Latin school, occupying « 
three story building at 561 Division street, 
where there are 300 girls, ignores the city 
ordinance and keeps no record of fire drills. 

The principal, Mrs. M. 8. Vickery, could not 
be found, but her secretary said: 

„Why. I never heard of such a drill in a 
schoo like this. Most of the girls are day 
| pupils. You will have to see Mrs. Vickery 
about it.” 

The stairways are wide at this school and 
two fire escapes are on the building. The 
doors open inwards. 

Chicago Kindergarten college, which occu- 
pies the fifth floor of a building at 1200 Michi- 
gan avenue, and which has about 100 pupils, 
is conducted by Mrs. Elizabeth Harrison and 
Mre. John Clouse. The janitor said he had 
been there a long time and had never en- 
countered a fire drill. 


This One Obeys the Law. 

University School for Girls, 21 Lake Shore 
drive, with 150 pupils, conforms with the 
eity regulations in every respect. Miss Anna 
EB. Haire, the principal. said: 

“ We have always had fire drilia, but not 
until recently have we been keeping the 
records for the building commissioner. We 
march the girlie out of the house in three 
minutes, using four stairways and six exits.

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CANAL BREAKS; FLOOD PERIL | 


Vast Sweep of Water in Drainage 
Channel Threatens Joliet.

Suburbs of City Bisbetoess wem tai 
undation in Years. 


The flood situation yesterday—serious in 
various suburbs and outlying regions in Chi- 
cago—became grave for a time in the vicin- 
ity of Joliet. Shortly after noon a break in 
the west embankment of the drainage chan- 


nel about 150 feet below Ruby street bridge 


in that city threatened a disaster. 

The high waters of the last few days grad- 
ually have been washing away a part of this 
bank and, with the water over five feet high- 
er than ever before in the history of Joliet. 
the pressure became too great. A large 
amount of rock and earth gave way and a 
torrent of water began pouring through into 
the district above the Economy Light and 
Power company’s power house. 

Manager Charles A. Munroe, with a hastily 
gathered force of more than a hundred men, 
put in several anxious hours repairing the 
break. Load after load of rock was used to 
au the breach. Large steel cables were at- 
tached to the gates of the Economy plant 
and all preparations made to meet the 
emergency. Word was sent to the control- 
ling works and the flow was gredually less- 
ened until the danger seemingly was past. 
A close watch was kept on the channel 
through the night. 

McCormick Gives Out Statement. 

In the evening President McCormick of the 
Chicago sanitary board gave out a state- 
ment of the conditions in the river and drain- 
age channel, also touching on the situation 
in Joliet. He said: 

The flow of the Chicago river into the 
lake yesterday was caused by the fall 
which, together with the melted snow, caused 
an unprecedented amount of water to rup 
inte the river. At the same time the Des- 
plaines river overflowed its banks and poured 
into the west fork of the Chicago river, while 
the strong southwest wind lowered the level 
of Lake Michigan nearly two feet. 

“Every effort was made by officials of 
the sanitary district to take care of the 
flood at the Lockport controlling works. In 
this they were embarrassed greatly by the 
fact that the cross section of the river at 
dam No. 1 in JolMet was insufficient to carry 
the flood waters. 

Says Gates Fail to Work. 

“Furthermore, the so-called automatic 
safety gates at the plant of the Economy 
Light and Power company failed to operate, 
as was prophesied by the engineers of the 
sanitary district in the various hearings be- 
fore the legislature at ite present session. The 
city engineer of Joliet reports that the flood 
ig backing up Hickory creek and overflowing 
the town. This is a situation sought to be 
remedied by the sanitary district by the work, 
plans for which are on file in the condemna- 
tion suit against the Economy Light and 
Power company. The company’s engineers 
ba ve denied consistently the necessity for any 
such work. 

“As long as dam No. 1 remains in its pres- 
ent position Joliet will be in danger of floods, 
and Chicago will be in danger of having its 
water supply contaminated by the reversal of 
the flow of the Chicago river into the lake, 
at times like the present.” 


Rescue Family from Peril. 
Conditions in Gage Park remained exciting 
if not perilous. Several rescues were record- 
ed. Mrs. John Matucek and her five littie 
children, ranging from an infant in arms to 
a boy 9 years old, who live in a cottage at 2424 
West Filtieth street, the center of the flooded 


ambulance surgeon, and the patrol wagon 
Went to the assistance of the marooned fam- 


ily. After great difficulty the vehicles ar- 
rived within fifty feet of the house. Owing to 
a ditch which was flodéed with water five 


feet deep the wagons were not able to reach 


the cottage. A raft constructed from part 
of a broken sidewalk was put in service. 
The house was gained and Mrs. Matucek wes 
found with the five clifldren in the garret. 
The lower portion of the house was sub- 
merged in two feet of water. hig aes a 
Dr. Egan. while 


| Smal, Policeman Jones also felt the cold 


water when a portion of the raft gave way 
and he fell into the flood with John Matuoek, 
9 years old, in his grasp. 

Joseph Lempke; 49 years old, a dete 
farmer living between Blue Island and 
Worth, drowned yesterday when he fell from 
his buggy into a sag which had been flooded. 
The road had been partly washed away, and 
the ditch, because of the flood, was ten feet 
deep. 

Mother and Children 6 

Mrs. H. F. McLeughiin and five children 
were found marooned in a waterbound house 
at 2424 West Fiftieth place, in the heart of 
the Gage Park district. They could not leave 
the house fer fear of drowning. The police 
took them. to the homes of neighbors. 

Joseph, J. Reiter, secretary of the Gage 
Park Citizens’ Improvement association, un- 


dertock to pilot Albert Breitzke to the lat- 


ter’s residence, 2528 West Fiftieth street, 
yesterday on a log raft. The raft upset and 
both men narrowly escaped drowning. 

The water was about ten feet deep and it 
was with much difficulty and shivering 
that they got out of the main current into 
shallow water. 


“Never Saw Such Conditions,” 

“The attempt of Hetty Green and other 
property owners to prevent the construction 
of a sewer in Western avenue to drain Gage 
Park is a crime and an otttrdge,” declared 
Supt. Doherty. 

The list of those opposing the improve- 
ment ought to be published throughout the 
city so everyone would know who is to blame. 
I never before saw such conditions in Chi- 
cago as exist today in Chicago Lawn and 
Gage Park,“ continued Mr. Doherty. “At 
that Chicago Lawn is a paradise compared 
with Gage Park. Western avenue, which 
has been set aside as the boulevard to con- 
nect the systems of the south and west sides, 
is covered with two feet of water. At West 
Sixty-third street and Western avenue there 
is a great lake. The water is pouring like a 
miniature Niagara over the street car tracks 
in the direction of Gage Park. The sidewalks 
are floating around and the boys are playing 

‘ pirate,’ using the sections for boats. 

„Desplaines Out of Banks. 

For “the first time in four years the Des- 
plaines river is out of its banks near River- 
side. Yesterday the residents in the lower 
sections of eee suburb watched 
the widespread waters with interest, ready 
to sound an alarm if the imminent danger 
became worse. Chicago business men who 
live in Riverside kept telephone wires busy 
inquiring of their families what the situation 
was. Last reports were that the water had 
ceased rising. 

To the west of the Desplaines the inhab- 
itants of Hollywood are struggling against 
the water. The usually tiny Salt creek is a 
wide river. The torrent has swept away 
small outbuildings and sheds, and has caused 
several families to flee from their homes.

BROTHER'S SLAYER | 


Olga Averbuch Writes to Daily 
Jewish Courier and Says 
Touth Had No Weapon. 


SOUGHT A. abba 


Sister Says He went to Shippy’s 
House on Innocent’ Errand 
and Was Murdered. 


’ 


The Daily Jewish Courier printe this morn- 
ing a signed communication from Olga Aver- 
buch relating to the death of her brother, who 
had been known as Lazarus, but whom she 
calls Jeremiah, and who invaded the resi- 
dence of Chief Shippy last Monday. Her 
statement, translated into English, is as fol- 
lows: 

My brother, Jeremiah Averbuch, came to 
this city three months from the town of 
Chernovits, Buckevina, Austria, where my 
family have lived since the massacre of Jews 
in Kishinev. My brother came to this city 
with a double purpose—first, to earn à little 
money to help our family; and, second, for 
my sake, that I might not be so lonesome in 
the new, free world, As soon as he came he 
was anxioug to get work. 

“When I him to take a few weeks’ 
rest, he replied that he did not come heré to 
rest, but to work in order that he may be 
able to help the people at ho I got a job 
for him at which he earned $6a week. Three 


dollars a week he paid for board, and the 


rest that remained his expenses for 
dress and other necessit he sent home. 
Only last week we sent 10 rubles to Cherno- 


vita. 
“Took His Last Cent.” 5 

„In order to be able to send that amount 
he had to give away the last $3 which he had. 
He regretted that he was not able to send 
more, and constantly made plans how to get 
a better position in order to de able to send 
more money home and bring the rest of our 
family to this country. 

„A few days before this terrible tragedy he 
told me that he Noped to get a good position 
on a railroad. He also made plans to go to 
the country if his railroad job would turn 
out to be a failure. When I asked him what 
he will do in cafe he cannot earn in the 
country more than in the city he replied that 
he will than go back to Chernovitz because 
at such critica] times in America it isgust 
as hard to earn a living as it is in Europe 
and there he would have the advantage of 
being among his own people. 

He then begged me that in case he cannot 
get a railroad job or he cannot find work in 


the country that I; too, should go back with. 


him to the old country. 


Says He Sought Certificate. 

“You ask me what: business he had to go 
to Chief Shippy. To this question I cannot 
give an exact answer, because he did not tell 
me that he was going there. But I am cer- 
tain that his object in going was to ask the 
chief for a record or certificate of good be- 
havior as is customary in Russia. 

“You know that in Russia every office de- 
mands a certificate of good behavior from the 
home police of every applicant for a positio 
and especially from the chief of police. — 
thought, therefore, that such a certificate 
would help him procure a good position. 

One thing I can tell you with certainty. 
My brother had no revolver; he never 
handled a revolver and did not know how to 
shoot. If he had had a revolver I would have 
known of it, and to buy a revolver just be- 
fore he went to Chief Shippy, he had no 


money. 
My brother was never an anarchist. Your 


chief of police whom you crowned as @ great 


hero is a plain murderer. He shot my brother 
without cause or reason He did it either be- 
ou use he was a coward or a cold blooded mur- 
derer, who wanted to win a name for himself 
as a hero, as the newspapers mede him out to 
be, my friends inform me. 


Does Not Assign Reason. 

“T cannot point out the reasons why Ship- 
py shot my brother, but I know that my 
brother never had weapons of any kind 
The papers stated that they found in my 
rooming place a box with revolver bullets. 
That is an absolute lie. He had no bullets 
because he did not need them. He had no 
gun and did not know how to use one. 

“Tf a revolver and knife were placed beside 
my brother's dead body it was done in Chief 
Shippy’s house, and as my brother was dead 
he could not deny. How old was my broth- 
er? He would have been 19 at the next 
Passover holidays, about five weeks hence. 
Do you believe that he went to the chief's 
house to shoot him? It he really wanted to 
shoot the chief and if he really had a re- 
volver, why could not he shoot him. when 
the chief stepped into his carriage? Why 
could not he shoot him while handing him 
the letter? 

My brother was neither a fool nor insane. 
He went to seek bread and he met his death, 
where he expected it least. He was shot 
without cause, without reason, and the 
knife, revolver, bullets, and all kinds of pa- 
pers were put beside him afterwards. Do 
you believe that Chief Shippy could not over- 
power a boy of 19 in his, the chief's, own 
home? Why, there were seven persons 
against one. Chief Shippy, this Goliath, who, 
as I am told, is more than 6 feet tall and 
weighs over 200 pounds, this veteran police- 
man, could have ground my brother into 
dust by only taking him in his hands. 


Says They Could Have Found Him. 

“Is it possible that the chief, his son, his 
coachman, his wife, his niece, and his daugh- 
ter could not bind my brother and arrest him 
if Shippy were not eager for blood, if he 
were not eager to murder? Would it not 
have been sufficient for him to wound him? 
Why was it necessary to shoot into him seven 
bullets? Why did he keep on shooting when 
my brother already lay wounded on the 
floor in the dark hall? Does not this prove 
that Chief Shippy shamelessly murdered 
him? Does not this show. that my brother's 
blood shed innocently? 

My Drother Jeremiah left his home Mon- 
day morning a couple of hours before he 
was murdered. In my statement to the po- 
lice I made a mistake. I said that he did 
not stay at home Sunday night. I said this 
because I became frightened and excited 
when detectives swooped down upon me 
Monday evening and suddenly showed me a 
picture of my brother, saying that he had 
murdered three men and was himeelf killed. 

Detectives searched me from head to foot. 
They searched every nook and corner of the 
house. One detective found a small bottle 
which contained castor oi] and he took it 
for a chemical used in the making of bombs. 
He gave it to the other detectives. They 
smelled it, examined it, and expressed their 
opinion that it was some dangerous sub- 
stance which anarchists used in the making 
of bombs. ,

New York, March 7.—Herman Ridder. 
president of the American Newspape Pub- 
lishers’ association, hag sent a letter to At- 
torney Genefal Bonaparte in which he sum- 
marises the publishers’ statement of the al- 
leged efforts of the American Paper and Pulp 
association to stifle competition and to in- 
crease prices. 

The effect, Mr. Ridder declared, has . 
to put an additional burden of $60,000,000 pe 
annum upon the printing and publishing — 
terests of the country without any other 
justification than the power of combination. 

Mr. Ridder’s letter gives in detail charges 
that certain paper manufacturers formed a 
pool, agreed on a schedule of prices and dis- 
counts, the filing with the originator of the 
pool of all orders and names of customers and 
quotations of invoice: and samples of paper 
and date of shipment; allotments of output 
by each of the twenty-four mils in the 
combination; restriction of production; reg- 
ulation of the basis of weights of paper; 
agreement to fix prices; agreement to ad- 
vance prices; payments into a pool of the 
proceeds of all sales; discrimination in prices 
on shipments west of Minneapolis and north 
of Omaha; allowances to mills that shut 
down, and the curtailment of profits of mills 
of one company to 50 per cent. 

The letter tells of meetings held in New 
York City in February, May, and August of 
last year at which the price of paper was ad- 
vanced an aggregate of $10 per ton.

the Hyde Park and University High schools. 
“When the membership of the fraternity 
generally learned of the occurrence we took 
steps to see that such a thing should not 
happen again.“ 


Parents Report Conditions. 

Hiram B. Loomis. principal of the Hyde 
Park High school, said in the afternoon that 
reports of disgraceful occurrences at fra- 
ternity houses had been made to him by 
parents and by persons living in the neigh- 
beorhood of the buildings, but that in no 
case had he been able to establish definitely 
the truth of these rumors. 

“ The worst things that I could prove were 
general rough houses,“ said Mr. Loomis.

The charges made in the police report be- 
came a bit more definite during the day.

Wants Societies Suppressed.

Until recently the Gamma Sigma fraternity 
eccupied a frame cottage in Kimbark avenue, 
fear Fifty-eixth street, almost under the 
shadow of the Hyde Park high schoo! build- 
ing. For some reason it was found expedient 
to move to the more remote location in Mon- 
Toe avenue. 


Fraternity Enthusiasm Wanes.

Death Calls Away | 
a School Trustee. |

SEVERTT. GUNDERSON IS DEAD 


Life of School Trustee and Pio- 
neer Manufacturer Ends. 


SUCCUMBS TO AN OPERATION. 


Prominent Norwegian-American Un- 
able to Sustain the Shock. 


Severt T. Gunderson, member of the board 
of education and a pioneer lumber manufac- 
turer, died yesterday at his residence, 1468 
Washington boulevard 

His death came as a surprise to the many 
friends of the family, as he had been sick 
less than ten days. For a week he was con- 
fined to his bed. Friday he became much 
worse and his physicians decided that as a 
last resort an operation was necessary. 

The operation, which was performed by 
Dr. M. B. Blouke, disclosed the fact that 
gangrene in the abdomina! region had set 
in. The patient showed signs of improvement 
until shortly after noon, when it was seen 
that his weakened condition could not over- 
come the physical shock of the operation. 
Apparently he was conscious until death 
came. 


Warm ‘Friend of Mayor Busse. 
Mr. Gunderson was a warm persona) friend 
of Mayor Busse. He served on the school 
board also under Mayor Washburne, from 
1891 to 1804. He was active in republican 
politics, and was a representative type of 
Chicago’s self-made men. He was alder- 
man from the old Eleventh ward from 1874 
to 1876. He was successful in the building 
and lumber business, and made a fortune 
out of real estate, some of his larger deals 
realty being the Gunderson and Gauger 
additions to Oak Park and Chicago.

SUITS STARTED BY EDISON 
ON MOVING PICTURE PATENTS. 


Two Actions Begun in Federal Court 


Against the Kleine Optical Company 
and Other Bills Are to Be Filed. 


With the filing of two suits in the United 
States Circuit court by the Edison company 
against the Kleine Optical company and 
George Kleine yestesday, the first move on 
the part of the Edison Manufacturing com- 
pany to defend the validity of its patents 
covering moving pictures was made. 

Other suits, it is said, will be instituted 
immediately against all exhibiters, showmen, 
and users of moving picture films made and 
manufactured by any one except those au- 
thorized to manufacture under the license 
given them by the Edison Manufacturing 
company recently. ¥ 

Both suits are based upon patents granted 
to Thomas A. Edison for improvements ir 
kinetoscopic films, Jan. 12, 1904. The bills 
of complaint allege that the defendants have 
caused to be made, used, and sold within 
this district and elsewhere within the United 
States kinetoscopic films embodying and 
containing these inventions. 

The art of reproducing motion by pho- 
tography was invented and to a large ex- 
tent made commercially possible by Edison. 
Patents were granted to him covering, first, 
theacamera used for getting the pictures; 
and, second, the motion picture film as a new 
product, These patents expire in August, 
1914. The present suit is based on infringe- 
ments.

Apparently the people of Ohio have ac- 
cepted the challenge and propose to take 
the office away from the man, who, however 
great his bravery and however chivalric his 
public performances, has of late misrepre- 
sented the great mass of his party-in his 
state. 

Whether he will stay down and out is a 
matter of doubt. Foraker's record in this 
regard is a‘significant one. He ran against 
Hoadly in 1883 and was beaten, but he won 
in 1885 and 1887 and made himself, for the 
time being at least, easily the master of his 
state. When he ran for the fourth time, his 
opponent being James Campbell, he was 
beaten, and he suffered a similar crushing 
defeat when John Sherman led him in the 
senatorial race and administered a drub- 
bing, the people then declared the “ end of 
Foraker.“ Yet it was only a little while be- 
fore he was in the field as strong as ever, 
and he succeeded Calvin Brice in the United 
States senate, taking his seat on the same 
day that McKinley wes sworn in. 


Twenty Years at Conventions. 


It will be a curious thing to have a repub- 


lean national convention without Josepn 
Benson Foraker as one of the central figures. 
He has been a delegate at large from Ohio 
in every national convention, beginning with 
1884 and ending twenty years later at Chi- 
cago. He presented John Sherman's name 
to the conventions of 1884 and 1888, although 
he and Sherman did not fit, and he per- 
formed a similar service for McKinley in the 


conventions of 1896 and 1000 He was always. 


a fighter, on the floor and in committees, 
During the twenty years he has been at- 
tending conventions Foraker has always beea 
in the front rank. He has always been one 
ef the men who participated in the real 
business of the convention. An able, accu- 
rate, and tactful debater, a rabid fighter, al- 
ways well armed with argument, he was 
seen to his best advantage on the floor of 
a national convention, and from the purely 
spectacular point ef view itis a great shame 
he will not be a delegate at large at Chi- 
cago. 

When some good friend comes to write the 
real biography of the Ohio senator, at the 
beginning will be put, beyond all question, 
the advanced stand he took for the gold 
standard at the convention in St. Louis in 
1896. He was chairman of the committee 
on resolutions and appointed the subeommit- 
tee which drew the financial plank. Other 
people have at various times asserted some 
claim to the honor of drawing up the fa- 
mous plank on which the political fight of 
1896 was made. Those who know the facts 
are aware that Senator Foraker was chien 
responsible for the spirit and wording of the 
gold plank. — 

Led Fight for Gold Plank. 


His natural instincts led him to avold a 
compromise. He took a stand from the out- 
set for an outright declaration in favor of 


‘the gold standard. McKinley, who was to 


be the nominee, was doubtful on the subject 
as a matter of tactics. Foraker never con- 
sidered a single compromise. He dominated 
the committee and the subcommittee from 
the outset. He has kept to this day docu- 
mentary evidence as to the beginning and 
the ending of that financial plank, apd all 
of this evidence shows that the senator from 
Ohio was master of the situation, and that 
to him more than to any other man on the 
committee was due the stand taken by that 
convention. 

Students of politics will probably find a 
lesson in Foraker's career. It seems that 
about once in so often our presidents have 
been destined. to meet with extraordinary 
political and personal opposition centered in 
some one man in the United States senate. 
Grant quarreled with Sumner, Conkling 
fought with Garfield, Cleveland was Har- 
assed by Gorman, and finally Roosevelt was 
defied by Foraker. It is significant of the 
trend of political events that in each case 
the president won as against the senator, 
and in each case the senator met political 
defeat. 

Sumner, Conkling, Gorman, and Foraker 
were all compelled to pay the political penalty 
of their open opposition to the chief magis- 
trate of their party. But it is a great big 
coterie, anyway, and it is almost worth 
while trying to get into to be classed with 


such giants. 


JOHNSON NOT READY TO TALK. 


Minnesota Governor, Urged for Presi- 
dency by State Committee, Declines 
at Present to Announce Plans. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 7.—Gov. Johnson, 
when asked for a statement of his attitude 
in regard to the action of the Minnesota 
democratic state central committee yester- 
day, said he had decided not to make any 
announcement. 

His private secretary, F. A. Day, who is 
state chairman of the committee, said: 

The governor is not ready to make a 
statement yet. I doubt if he will make any 
declaration of his position until after the 
state convention.

The structure comprises a platform on a 
level with the second story of the main 
building, with passages connecting with spe- 
cially constructed doors in two of the rooms 
on that floor. Two stairways from the third 
floor afford means of exit from roome in that 
part of the structure. The ground is reached 
by two stairways of easy descent. The fire 
escape is built of steel throughout. 

In emptying the main bulflding the students

come down the upper staircase in two col- 
umns, two abreast. When they reach the 
platform they are joined by two more col- 
umns, alzo two abreast. Two columns turn 
to the north and two to the south, going down 
the lower stairways four abreast. 

There are four rooms on each floor, and 
they are connec in pairs, so the children in 
the rooms farth from the fire escape can 
reach it through the rooms having outlets. 
The platform is thirty feet from the building, 
and as soon as the pupils emerge from the 
building they are moving farther from it 
all the time.

Walter Farnsworth Baker of this city, who 
dled under suspicious circumstances at Bo- 
gota, N. J., following dinner in New York, 
in October, was deliberately ‘murdered by 
means of arsenic, is the opinion of Dr. WM- 
lam F. Roos, chemical expert at the Massa- 

_ chusetts General hospital and Harvard Med- 
ical school, who mace a chemical analysis. 
“The examination which I made of the 

viscera and internal organs of Baker was a 
most exhaustive one, said Dr. Roos. I 
made absolutely sure of the result and am 
positive of the facts. I found about twenty 
grains of arsenic scattered through the in- 
ternal organs. 


' Enough to Kill Ten Men. 

“Enough poison had been administered to 
make death sure. It was sufficient to kill 
ten men. ; 

“This arsenic could not have come from 
the embalming fluid used by the undertaker. 
This fluld contdined no arsenic. I made sure 
of this by analysis before I began the exami- 
nation of the body. That eliminated the em- 
balming fluid at once. 

“There were no marks or indications of 
any character that arsenic had been forced 
into the body. I found it had been swallowed 
in liquid form. It had been administered in 
some beverage and not in any solid substance. 
I found no solid substance that tained any 
poison, so that it had not been administered 
through the food. I spent a great deal of 
time on this point and made certain of it. 

“Mr. Baker died about 2 o’clock on the 
morning of October 27 last. His death took 
place at Bogota after a hurried return from 
New York. 

Time of Death Coincides. 

“Tt is my belief, and the facts make it 
practically certain that the poison was swal- 
lowed about 8 o'clock the evening before 
death. That would give the deadly drug 
about six hours to work, the time it would

DENIES PRACTICAL VALUE. 


Nothing but a Freak or Toy by Reason 
of Great Cost, Says Expert.

Find Mysterious Holes. 


A small, ordinary motor was operated to 
enable the jury to determine by comparison 
what the improvements made by the Bid- 
wetis consisted of. It is declared by the wit- 
nesses for the state that the cold motors 
are simply o:¢dinary motors surrounded by a 
shell of cast iron, which is kept cold by 
puniping compressed ammonia or carbonic 
acid gas through it. On this shell frost is 
congealed in great quantities, t is melted 
constantly by the interior heat. It is said 
that two miysterious holes which were dis- 
covered by cue of the jurymen in the bottom 
of each motor were for the purpose of carry- 
ing off the water thus accumulated, à couple 
of pails of which would be produced in a 
day. Tue nicisture, say experts, would be bad 
for any motcr. 

The main contention of the state is that a 
device purporting to prevent the burning 
out of a motor when subjected to an overload 
by the application of external refrigeration 
ig as absurd and scientifically impossible 
as perpetual motion. and that the Bidwells 
knew it, It ie declared that no degree of 
cold can prevent a wire burning out when a 
greater current than it can stand is passed

RECALIS CITY’S YOUNG DAYS. 


One of Thirty-one Retired by Decree 
Helped Protect Pioneers. 


Pathetic scenes following Chief Shippy's 
retirement order of thirty-one policemen 
were enacted yesterday at the several Sta- 
tions where the Oslertzed men long had 
been connected. 

Tears came to the eyes of many veterans 
of the department when it came to saying 
good-by to their comrades, and the hand- 
shakes at parting caused lumps to rise in 
the throats of those who witneseed’ the 
farewells. 

In the lose of Michael White from the 
Harrison street station, Inspector Wheeler 


| said the place could never be filled 
Patrolman 


White was known as “ the bar- 
rister,"’ because of his knowledge of the law 
concerning warrants and requisitions. For 
twenty years he was warrant clerk st this 
station, and in theold days he frequently was 
called upon by magistrates to settle a knotty 
legal question. 

Although White had not served as many 
years on the force as some of his companions 
who were retired, he joined the department 
six years before his nearest rival, John Casey 
of the stockyards station. He was appointed 
to the force in 1861, but after three years re- 
signed because the pay—$50 a month—was too 
emall. In 1886 he was reappointed and has 
served continuously since. 


He Sees Chicago Grow. 

When he first donned the uniform of a po- 
liceman Chicago's population was less than 
100,000. 

“Long John Wentworth was mayor and 
Cyrus P. Bradley chief of police. The force 
numbered seventy-five men. There were 
only three stations—the old armory at Frank- 
lin and Adams streets, the north side sta- 
tion on the site of the present jail, and tif 
west side station in Randolph Street, now 
Haymarket square. 

The city mts in those days were North 
avenue, Thirty-ninth street, and Western 
avenue. Policemen did not travel beat far- 
ther south than Twelfth street, as there was 
no habitaticn, nothing but a bleak prairie. 
West of Halsted stréet from the south branch 
of the river was not then a part of the city. 
All that territory known as Bridgeport and 
Brighton Park was then under the control 
of Cook county. 


No Patrol Wagons Then. 

“ When I joined the force,“ said White. 
Guring the evening, there were no street 
lampe in the city, and such a thing as patrol 
wagons did not come until twenty-five years 
later. 

“I traveled the Clark street beat for along 
time, and in those days the street was like a 
shady lane from the trees that grew on both 
sides. The legislature fixed the salary of Chi- 
cago policemen at that early day, and the 
downstate farmers thought $50 a month was 
sufficient. 

“I quit to go with the gas company, be- 
cause I got nearly double the pay of a police- 
man 


In the early '60s it was customary for the 
night equad that left the old Armory sta- 
tion at 1 o'clock in the morning to take 
poisoned meat with them, which was dropped 
on the street for dogs to eat.

About 4 o’clock in the morning the new 
patrolman felt hungry and ate the poisoned 
meat. He ate enough arsenic, the doctors 
said, to kill 100 men. But it Made him sick 
and he lived.”

to have been sincere in so doing. The “ hill 
billies"’ hotly assert that they have been 
nothing of the kind.

Felix G. Ewing, the originator of the 
farmers’ organization, and from the first 
until now ite general manager, has been & 
prolific source of the proclamations that 
have been iseued against violence. v. 
Ewing ie personally a mild maunered man, 


He, however, has seen the movement he 
planned and brought into being pass far 
beyond his control or that of the other offi- 


veers of the organization. 


It is an established principle of criminal 
law that a man who counsels murder is 
guilty in the firet degree if it can be shown 
that the crime he counseled was committed 
in pursuance of his advice, although he him- 
self may not have been near the scene of the 
crime at the time it was done. The estab- 
lishment of the connection between the ad- 
vice given and the murder committed 10 all 
that is necessary to make it a. case fou the 
hangman. Men have deen executed in this 
city “where such a connection has been 
proved. 
Admit Committees Have “Worked.” 
Viewed in this light, it may be interesting 
to know just how guiltless the or- 
ficers ot the farmers’ association are 
entitled to hold themselvese. If they 
have never counseled violence they 
are innocent. If they have given advice 
which led to the commission of crime they 
are guilty. Moreover, one piece of evil 
counsel which leads to crime offsets any 
number of proclamations against it, just 
as a man who resists the impulse to steal 
a thousand times and then falls on the thou- 
sand and first is a thief after all. 
This is no court of law, and no effort 
ig made to prove the guilt or innocence of any 
one. Simple and exact statements of actual 
occurrences will be given, and where quota 
tions are given they will be from the utter 
ances of the officers of the organisation or 
their accepted orators; and these declara- 
tions have never deen denied or disputed. 
Where extracts are given from resolutions 
they will be from those which were formally 
adopted in official meetings of members of 
the association. 

In a proclamation Mr. Ewing said, soon 
after the formation of the association. 

“Tt is true self-appointed committees have 
waited upon certain citizens termed ‘ hill 

Ines, but in every single instance they 

me with friendly intent, and no violence 
was contemplated. No injury has beer done 
any one. It may be that they have gone at 
night, because they were men who were oc- 
cupied by day, but we defy the world to 
show that we have advised any single man 
to violate his obligation.” 


Demand Contracts Be Broken. 


The latter part of this is true as far as 
Mr. Ewing himself is concerned, but the first 
portion of it is so far from the truth that it 
is difficult to understand how a men as 
honest as Mr. Ewing personally is known 
to be, could have been so misinformed. 

The officials of the organization have never 
publicly advised against the breaking of 
contracts with the Italian Regie and the 
American Tobacco company, but their fol- 
lowers have done it so many times. Within 
six weeks after the farmers’ association was 


born at Guthrie, a delegation of its members 


called upon the firm of Sprouse Bros., large 
tobacco buyers, living not far from Guthrie, 
and demanded not only that they break off 
their contracts, but that they cease deliver- 
lag upon contracts which they had already 
filled in part. One of the local papers, in de- 
scribing this interview, said: 

“Wo violence was offered, but the gentle- 
men were considerably frightened.” 

A proclamation from the officers of the 
association that no violence is countenanced 
must be good reading for a man when the 
members of the organization come unoffi- 
elally and threaten him with the destruction 
of his property or the loss of his life. 


Hoe Toter“ Parade Feature. 


Despite the denials of the officers of the 
association that they have countenanced 
violence in amy way, the fact remains that 
during the great parade of the farmers 
which was held during the annual meeting 
of the association in Guthrie in September, 
1906, the distinct feature of the parade and 
the one which provoked the greatest ap- 
plause was a man carrying a hoe, typifying 
the ruining of tobacco beds by the doe 
toter.“ From end to end of the line of march 
this man was greeted with constant cheers. 
He and all that he stood for received almost 
universal approval from the association 
members who were thet day in Guthrie, and 
they were there by the thousands, with Gen- 
eral Manager Felix G. Ewing among them. 

On April 26, 1905, Mr. Ewing called an 
indignation meeting at Adams, Tenn., for 
the purpose of discussing men who acted 
in a manner which he considered in- 
imical to the interests of the associa- 


tion. Of J. W. Norman, a farmer, 


never up to that time, a member of the or- 
ganization, and who had sold his tobacco to 
the American Tobacco company, he said: 
„ He is a dishonest man, not fit to live with 
honest people, and unworthy of the respect 
of the community in which he lives. 

He advised his hearers to treat Mr. Nor- 
man in such a manner that he would be com- 
pelled to leave the country. He made similar 
statements regarding B. H. Sory, who had 
once before this time been attacked by the 
night riders, and who has been pursued by 
their enmity ever since.

President Insull Speaks, 


President Insull began with the statement 
that he was obliged to Mr. McCermick for 
explaining the maximum load difficulty, and 
then went on to say the entire rate question 
was one of a fair return on a business in- 
vestment. That is all we are looking for,“ 
he continued. 

In 1896 the rates for electricity all over 
the United States were about the , and 
there was littte difference in pe“ he 
went on. The reason was thet little was 
known about the cost of producing electric 
ourrents. Now, outside of Chicago, our com- 
pany ie known as the pioneer in the reduction 
of cost. Im ten years we have cut the price 
45 per cent, and soon will make it 50 per cent; 
that is, if the ordinance passes. And all this 
time the cost of labor, material, and every- 
thing else has been going up. 

“ Whether we can produce electricity 
cheaper in the future I cannot say how. That 
is a matter to be demonstrated in the future.“ 

Mr. Ineull then showed the map to illustrate 
the “maximtm had” and “peak” prin- 
ciples, and pointed out by it and some charts 
which had been used by Bion J. Arnold and

Large Users Can Protect Selves. 


“If anybody is being discriminated 
against,”’ said he, “ it is the larger consumer, 
not the smaller one. But he has it in his 
power to protect himself. He can always 
put in his own plant if he regards it as more 
economical, 

“The quesiion has been raised whether it 
is good public policy to supply electricity to 
stnall consumers at cost or a loss. The posi- 
tion of the company, however, is that if this 
trade can be fostered it will grow to pro- 
portions where it will be remunerative. 

“Mr. McCormick is correct as to his fig- 

res at which power is furnished the street 
car companies. But it is a continuous use; 
it covers the twenty-four hours of the day, 
and the amount which will de used can be 
closely figured.”’ Then Mr. Insull made the, 
statement which brought applause from most 
of his hearers. 

„The great. mistake,“ said he, is in trying 
to preserve the principle of competition in this 
busſunes and at the same time regulate rates. 
The two things do not fit in’ with each other. 
The business ought to be a monopoly. We 
ought to produce all the electricity used in 
Chicago, or the drainage board or some other 
agent ouglit to. It is the only economic way 
of handling the matter. It must come sooner 
or later, eiiner through private or municipal 
ownership. The latter, I persohally think, 
would be a public calamity, but it must be 
one or the other.” : 


Can’t Stop All Competition. 


Nathan W. McChesney and Walter L. 
Fisher both agreed with Mr. Insull on the 
natural monopoly feature, although Mr. 
Fisher said the element of competition could 
not be entirely eliminated, as the city could 
go no further than forbid the use of the 
streets to the competitors. Anybody could 
build his own plant on his own ground and 
sell to his next door neighbor. He consid- 
ered the council plan of granting franchises 
to small companies a great mistake. He added 
that as a lawyer he considered the com- 
panies had a perfect right. to consolidate. 
The question. was what rights that consol- 
dation carried with it. 

“Tt is all a question of money.“ went on 
Mr. Insul. That is why we want this whole 
matter settled and out of the way. Weshall 
spend this year in extensions and better- 
ments between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. This 
agitation has made this money cost ts about 
1 per cent additional That is to say, it nom- 
inally costs us thet much. As a matter of 
fact, to the extent that it increases the cost 
of producing electricity it really is the con- 
sumer who has to pay it ultimately. 

“For several years we will need about 
$4,000,000 a year, and the less the cost of 
the money the less the cost of producing 
electricity.” Then he made this statement: 

“JT do not believe that in the future any 
well financed public utility company will 
figure on a larger income than 6 per dent.“ 


Mr. Beale Shows Work Done. 


Mr. Beale was called on and simply told of 
the- time the council committee had spent 
on the ordinance, holding up a typewritten 
transcript of over 1,000 pages to show the 
work done, and added;

Teacher Tells of “Quieting Ef- 
feet“ Black Jacks Have on 
the Unruly Prisoners.

Pontiac, III., March 7.—[{Special.]—Reforms 
for ‘which officials have been fighting for 
years, it is believed, will de recommended 
by the legislative investigation committee 
as a direct result of the story told upon the 
witness stand yesterday by Supt. Mallary of 
the reformatory. ‘ 

Of still greater Importance, at least to Mr. 
Mallary, is the belief among his friends that 
his dramatic recital of the real horrors of 
life among the criminals held here will save 
him“ his official position, which, it was de- 
clared, hung in the balance. eo ae 

Will Recommend Stone Wall. 

Chairman John W. Hil) today was pro- 
vided with the specifications for such a stone 
wall as Mr. Mallary declared was absolutely 
pecessary to prevent a bloody catastrophe” 
at the institution. Members of the committee 
indicated that they would recommend that 
sufficient funds be appropriated to permit the 
immediate construction of the wall. 

Meanwhile, further testimony was heard by 
the committee in confirmation of the stories 
of brutality which Mr, Mallary said thé 
guards were subjected to daily. One witness 
declared that flerce fights between inmates 
were of almost hourly occurrence and that 
they almost invariably turned on the guard 
when he attempted to quell the disturbance. 

George H. Estes, a teacher at the school, 
was the first witness to tell of the assaults. 
He bore a mark on his face showing where 
he had himeelf been struck with the crutch of 
one ‘of his adult pupils. 

“A quarrel over a slate caused the trouble,” 
was the reply to a question from Mr. Hill. 

Who struck you?" was the question. 

“ Robert Miller, said Estes. “I was trying 
to stop a fight when he seized a crutgh of 
another inmate and began beating me with 


it. There was nothing to do but to use my 
“sapper’ in self defense.“ 


Estes Used His “Sapper.” 


What is a sapper?’ 

“That is what is commonly known as a 
black jack. I struck Miller but once with the 
weapon.” * 

“What effect does a blow with the sapper 
generally have?" curiously inquired Repre- 
sentative Ireland.

Representative Edward Hope took up the 
investigation of the death of William Ham-

He got a new 
statement from Frank A. Rogers, a guard 
who was on duty at the solitary when Ham- 
lin sustained his fatal injuries, in which the 
testimony heard by the institution’s board ef 
managers was declared to be untrue. Rogers 
said that when Hamlin fell or jumped to the, 
stone floor of his cell he landed, catlike. on 
his hands and knees, and that his back. he 
thought, did not strike the floor in the fall. 

“Then,” said Mr. Hope, “it would have 
been impossible for this boy to have broken 
his back in his jump.” 

Previous testimony was te the effect that 
Hamlin had not been kicked. but that he had 
fallen upon his back, sustaining the injuries 
which cost him his life. 

A physician who was examined by Bishop 
Fallows at that gime said that it would have 
been necessary for Hamlin to fall upon his 
back when it was in an arched position in 
order to sustain such an injury—a position 
which Rogers says he did not assume, 


Renoe’s Pathetic Story. 


During the afternoon Capt. A. J. Renoe, a 
deposed disciplinarian at the school, was on 
the witness stand again, telling of the scenes 
at the reformatory on Christmas and New 
Year's nights, when Hamlin was hanging 
by his wrists in the solitary. A pathetic 
feature of the hearing was the reading by 
Capt. Renoe’ of a letter written by Hamlin 
to his mother on Christmas night. 

At that time he was lying on a cot at the 
hospital, fatally injured. 

„ O, mother, he wrote, “I wish that I 
could be at home with you all for Christmas. 
I am not going to trouble you any more if lI

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‘NEW THEOLOGY’ BOOM BEGINS 


The Rev. Mr. Campbell Proposes 
Organization of Followers. 


DENIES CHRIST’S DIVINITY. 


Nazarene Regarded Merely as a So- 
cial Reformer in This Creed. 


[B¥ WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDE.] 

LONDON, March 7.—The Rev. R. J. Camp- 
bell, pastor of the City temple, hopes to have 
his new theology movement well defined 
before his departure for America. He has 
addressed a letter to all free churchmen 
proposing to form an organization for an 
active propaganda in behalf of the new 
theology, the central idea of which is the 
denial of the divine origin of Christ, whom 
Mr. Campbell regards merely as a social re- 
former. 

The pastor outlines his plans as follows: 

“The general attitude of the controlling 
or official element in churches is now 80 
plainly hostile to the movement expressed 
in the ‘new theology that something will 
have to be done to safeguard the direct as- 


adherence to it. 
Leaders to Get Together. 

“Steps already have been taken in vari- 
ous localities by young people themselves to 
obtain some form of Christian fellowship 
on wider lines. 

“This movement is so spontaneous, 80 
virile, and so evidently inspired of God that 
I can no longer refrain from acceding to the 
requests of those who wish me to provide a 
general center and active propaganda for it. 
This will be done without delay. The leaders 
of the ‘new theology’ will be called to- 
gether as soon as possible and asked to con- 
tribute thier advice and assistance. 


“Gospel of Kingdom of God.” 

For the present I would counsel all young 
people in sympathy with this movement not 
to withdraw from churches but to wait pa- 
tiently and quietly until the atmosphere 
clears a little. 

„ Attempts will be made to encourage the 
formation of local groups or associations of 
an interdenominationa!l character which can 
be federated with the center in London. 

“The wider the basis ef membership can 
be made the better, but after careful thought 
I have come to the conclusion that theology 
cannot be separated from the sociological 
aspect of the movement. 

“The ‘new theology is simply and solely 
the gospel of the kingdom of God. We may 
as well begin, therefore, by asserting this 
firmly and uncompromisingly and wait for 
further results.

Same Old Bogy Which For Many Years 


Has Kept Tourists Away in Summer 
~—Supply of Vaccine Gives Out.

ROMB, March 7.—A valuable illustration 
of how a panic may capture even intelligent 
and educated persons who believe half of 
the sensational news of the day, is at hand. 
If one is thus captivated he may believe that 
the eternal city is at present in the throes 
of a fierce epidemic of smalipox. In reality 
there have been only a few cases. It is the 
old story of malaria or Roman fever over 
again. 

This bogy for decades ‘kept foreigners 
away from Rome during the summer months. 
Few persons know, but many probably would 
be astonished to learn, that among conti- 
nental cities Rome has the lowest death rate. 
The present smallpox panic has been fos- 
tered by the attitude of the authorities, who 
after denying everything more or less openly 
appealed to the newspapers to minimize the 
truth from patriotic motives, so that the lat- 
ter spoke of chickenpox. But as two or three 
of the early cases were fatal no one believed 
what was read and naturally credtted the 
most exaggerated rumors. 

At one moment so great was the panic that 
the supply of vaccine gave out, while those 
parents having children made hasty prepara. 
tions to have them leave thé city. It was 
even reported that one smallpox victim had 
lived in one of the largest and most fashion- 
able hotels, where many Americans are 
staying. 

The proprietor of another hotel, Miss Méyer 
Truth, was taken down with the disease and 
removed to the lagaretto, her house closed, 
and her guests removed and placed in quar- 
antine. Fortunately, there were no Ameri- 
cans among them, but other foreigners were 
there who since have made frantic appeals to 
their respective consuls to get them out of 
quarantine, but all to no purpose. There they 
are and there they must remain during the 
prescribed period. They are carefully 
watched day and night by soldiers to see that 
— do not communicate with the outside 
world, 


LONDON ‘BLEAK HOUSE’ SEQUEL 


Gazette Prints Statement of Chancery 
Showing Tenacious Grip cf Court 
Dickens Satirized.

Gazette might almost be called a supplement 
to “ Bleak House.“ In it is a statement of 
the dormant funds in the Court of Chancery, 
which in 1905 were ordered issued triennially.

WAS IT BUILT FOR JUPITER? 


Bones of Animals Used in Sacrifice 
Found Among Foundations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, March 7.—The temple in the 
Roman forum, the excavation of which was 
begun in the presence of W. D. Howells, 
has proved to be @ most interesting and 
valuable find. 

All Rome, headed by the king, has visited 
the site, so that the genial but busy com- 
mendatere boni who has charge of the 
work complains that he is constantly taken 
for a public cicerone. 

The temple foundations are buried under 
the arch of Titus—better known to Ameri- 
cans possibly as the “arch with seven 
branched candlesticks ’’—and are composed 
of large blocks of “ lapis tiburtini,” or Tibur 
stones. 

Arch Transported by Hadrian. 

These, by their size and shape, each being 
in the form of a T,“ apparently confirm 
the commendatore’s opinion that he has 
discovered the ruins of a temple erected in 
honor of Jupiter “‘ optimus maximus near- 
ly four centuries before the arch of Titus 
was raised. 

It mow seems certain that this arch hes 
not always stood on its present site, but 
was transported thither by the engineers 
of Hadrian when that emperor decided to 
dulld a new imperial forum. 


Ruins of Civic Construction. 

The foundations of the temple go twelve 
feet deep, and among them have been un- 
earthed terra cotta lamps, amphore of 
iridescent glass, and the bones of animals 
used in sacrifice. 

There has also been uncovered at various 
depths the ruins of paved streets and other 
civie conatructions, which reveal the num- 


ber of times the history of the spot has 
been changed through the centuries.

NEW RULER ORDERS PEOPLE 
TO DRESS IN SPLENDOR. 


Knickerbockers, Swords, and Silver 
Shoe Buckles Must Now Be Worn by 
Men at Brunswick Court. 


BERLIN, March 7.—In the duchy of Bruns- 
wick, which has only recently recovered 
from the turmoil caused by the shattering 
of the dynastic pretensions of the duke of 
Cumberland, there is a wailing and gnashing 
of teeth over the revolutionary “ clothes 
policy" of the new regent, Duke Johann 
Alorecht. 

The duke, who is fresh from Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, where they seem to do these things 
better, finds the court attire of the burghere 
of Brunswick too simple. His royal high- 
nese hae accordingly banned plain evening 
dress for men at court functions, and has 
decreed that silken knee breeches, with 
sword and silver buckled slippers, shall 
henceforth be compulsory. This is more 
rigid than the etiquette the kaiser enforces 
at the Berlin court, where evening dregs is 
still“ de rigueur.” 

The duchess supports Duke Johann’s dress 
reform movement by ordering the ladies of 
Brunswick to discard kid footwear and to 
appear at court in satin slippers. 

The duke also prescribes that the clergy 
of the duchy shall wear in private life the 
Luther gown, a flowing garment modeled 
after the aposties’ robes. Clergymen are to 
wear this both in their own homes and in 
public. 

One of the duke’s latest decrees command- 
ed the shaving off of the court chaplain’s 
cherished mustache. 


SCOFFS AT “NOISELESS MAXIM.” 


Director of German Ordnance Firm 
Skeptical Regarding Claims 
Urged by Inventor.

BERLIN. March 7.—The director of a lead- 
ing ordnance firm, who ts in close touch with 
armament matters, says his firm undoubted- 
ly will take up the Maxim silent gun if u 
really is all that is claimed for it. 

At the same time he is highly skeptical 
regarding its merits, though he admits that 
if its efficiency is not overstated its existence 
will practically stop war. 


No troops, he says, could stand the fire of 


a noiseless gun beyond the range of vision. 
He says it is inconceivable that the noiseless 
device can be applied to the Maxim gun, fir- 
ing 600 shot a minute, and believes it possibly 
is the intention to reduce the rate of firing 
on the assumption that ten silent shots are 
worth 100 detonating ones. 

He added that the efforts of the German 
government to perfect a noiseless weapon, 
operated by electricity, were fruitiess and 
finally were abandoned.

Even it a state of insurrec- 
tion had not existed it ls probable that this 
condition would have had the effect of divid- 
ing the community into two classes—the for- 
eign and the native—each feeling that its 
interests were antagonistic to those of the 
Other. The insurréction made this a cer- 
tainty, and the line then drawn is Still ap- 
perent in nearly all political matters. 


Change Comes Gradually. 

The circumstances which attended the be- 
Sinnings of civil government made it inev- 
itable that it should inherit the condition 
which was the basis for this sentiment. The 
change was approached with caution and 
Some uncertainty and was necessarily a grad- 
wal one. In attempting to formulate a policy 
here the United States had a choice of several 
Alternatives to exploit the islands for the 
benefit of the external sovereign power, using 
force to maintain order and compel submis- 
sion; to govern the islands by force, but 
with justice and equity subordinated only to 
broader national interests; to administer the 


' Wslands chiefly for the benefit of the natives 


and with a view to inculcating liberal polit- 
al principles, affording practice in their 
exercise and ultimately granting loca! self- 
government when the people are fitted for it. 

The policy firat mentioned is exemplified 
substantially by the Dutch administrationin 


Java and the Celebes, and the second by 


British rule in India. Of the third modern 
history affords no parallel, but the United 
States government elected to try this experi- 
ment, believing it to be in better accord with 
the principles of our constitution. 

Had American authority been extended to 
the Philippines under other circumstances it 
might have been possible to begin the exper- 

ment unhandicapped by preconceived racial 
Sitipathy. Unfortunately, however, this 
condition already existed when civil govern- 
ment was established and at once became one 
of its principal embarr The essence 
of the policy thus put into practice demanded 
the employment of Filipinos in the adminis- 
tration of the government, both as a means 
of satisfying the people and as the only prac- 
tical way to teach them republican institu- 
tions. ~

Saw Peril in New Plan. 


In the beginning comparatively few natives 
Were given office, except in positions which 
Americans would not accept. Yet this mod- 
erate and tentative step was the cause of 
predictions of dire disaster by certain seg- 

ments of the American and other foreign 
elements, which feared, or pretended to fear, 
that native administrative incapacity, cou- 
pled with disloyalty, would handicap or al- 
together disrupt the government. — 
Americans then thought that a civil govern- 
ment would not be able to complete the sup» 
pression of internal disorder, and felt the | 
abolition of the military régime to be prema- 
ture and perilous. 

This attitude on the part of a majority of 
Americans, who were frank in expressing 
their opinion, tended to keep alive the feel- 
ing of racial antagonism, through the as- 
sumption of superiority on the one side and 
presumption of inferiority of the other. This 
is always galling to even a poor spirited peo- 

le, and in this case prevented the rapid 

ing of the breach caused by war. 
The situation was a difficult one. During 
the military régime the position of Americans 
had been one of almost absolute supremacy, 
and the establishment of civil government 
brought them down to the level of the native 
0 far as the law is concerned. This in it- 
alf was irritating to a certain type of indi- 
vidual, especially one exalted by an un- 
familiar taste of autocratic authority. 

The truth is that many Americans then 
in the islands, being for the first time in a 
foreign atmosphere and for the first time 
measuring themselves and their politica) 
capacity in comparison with a backward and 
subjugated race, had lost the sense of per- 
spective and were inclined to appreciete 
themselves and depreciate the Filipino out 
of proportion to the genuine qualities of 
either.

Practically all the muni- 
cipal presidentea, the barrio tenientes, and 
the justices of the peace are natives. The 
commission has three natives in a total of 
eight members. and there is not an American 
or foreigner in the assembly. 

When the brief time that has passed since 
the establishment of civil government and 
the antecedents for it are considered, it must 
be conceded that the American policy has 
made substantial progress toward fulfill- 
ment of its promises. But while much of the 

istrative machinery has been turned 
over to the Filipinos, a majority of the 
executive positions under the central gov- 
ermment still are held by Americans.’ The 
Filipino members of the commission, for in- 
stance, do not at present exercise any execu- 
tive functions. The departmental admin- 
istrative bureaus are under the supervision 
of the five American commissioners, while 
the more important bureaus are directed by 
American chiefs. Thus the bureaus of edu- 
cation, science, agriculture, prisons, police, 
finance, printing, posts, justice, revenue, etc., 
are apportioned among the five American 
commissioners, just as the various cabinet 
positions at home; while the bureaus are 
managed by officers appointed by the cen- 
tral authority, which in this case is the secro- 
tary of war, 

Under American administration these 
bureaus have done a remarkable work in the 
islands during the last five years. They have 
brought order out of chaos, have replaced 
inefficiency by efficiency, have created im- 
portant and beneficial institutions where 
nothing previously existed, and have laid 
firmly the foundations for a stable and mod- 
ern government. 


Americans Are Dissatisfied, 


The Americans in the government ce 
are becoming dissatisfied, not with their po- 
sitions as much as with their prospects. 
They note the trend of events here, and they 
already foresee that in time, should the 
present policy be adhered to, Filipinos will 
replace Americans in the bureaus, as they 
already have displaced them in other posi- 
tions. It may be said, in passing, that a 
great majority of bureau employés are now 
natives, but the more important places are 
held by Americans, who exercise the chief 
authority. 

On the day Filipinos are adjudged to be 
qualified to administer all important gov- 

ntal matters they will be ready for 
complete self-government. It seems to be 
recognized in high quarters that they have 
not as yet attained this qualification. Even 
Mr. Taft has said that one or two generations 
must > sag before full autonomy can be 
granted. The hypothesis of our policy still 
assumes, therefore, that certain civic factors 
are lacking in native ability and character 
which must now and for some time to come 
be supplied by an American element in ad 
mvnistrative affairs. 

Notwithstanding pessimistic forebodings, 
he must be blind who cannot see that we 
are making real progress in these islands. 
The entire country is at peace. There is no 
probability—one may venture to say there 
is no possibility—of a revival of insurrection. 
The people rapidly are learning the forms, if 
they do not as yet entirely grasp the spirit, 
of republican inetitutions. 

As to independence, the less said the bet- 
ter. There is undoubtedly an impulse toward 
nationality among Filipinos which now ex- 
presses itself in such an aspiration; but it 
seems to be growing less pronounced and 
will not be a disturbing factor in the future 
unless stimulated by encouragement from 
the United States.

In the light of the present state of affairs 
it is worth while to turn back the pages of 
Moorish history and see the sort of a navy 
that Morocco had when the authoriged piracy 
of the old Corsair days was in its prime. 

The late Budgett Meakin, who devoted a 
great part of his life to Morocco, dug from old 
British records of 1775 à complete list of the 
Moorish navy as follows: ‘ At Laraiche 
two frigates of 30 guns and 200 men each; 
three of 24 guns and 150 men each; two of 20 
guns and 130 men each; one galliott of 22 
oars, 12 guns, and 90 men, all ready to put to 
sea. At Tetuan, two xebecs of 30 oars, 20 
guns, and 200 men each; one galliott of 32 
oars, 16 guns, and 100 men; three of 24 oars, 
10 guns, and 90 men each; and one of 16 oars, 
8 guns, and 70 men, all ready for sailing. 
There are also ready for launching one 
xebec of 26 oars, pierced for 16 guns, and 
two galliotte of 22 oars, pierced for 12 guns 
each. At Sallee, one vessel of 24 guns and 
180 men; one xebec of 20 oars, 18 guns, and 
120 men; and three galllotts of 30 oars, 10 
guns, and 130 men each, ready to be launched. 
At Tangier, one galliott of 36 oars, 10 guns, 
and 160 men, beside several others forward 
on the stocks.

SANS SHACKLETON TILL 1910. 


Nimrod Arrives at New Zealand—Won’t 
Go Back for Antarctic Explorer 
for Two Years. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

DUNEDIN, New Zealand, March 7.—The 
whaler Nimrod, which nveyed Lieut. 
Shackleton's expedition to the Antarctic, re- 
turned from an ice barrier today. Several of 
her crew are ill. The Nimrod reports that 
it left Lieut. Shackleton camped. near the 
foot of Mount Erebus with stores and equip- 
ment from the Nimrod. Under present ar- 
rangements the Nimrod will not return to 
pick up the expedition before January, 1910, 
until which time news from Lieut. Shackleton 
need not be expected. 


CONGO TREATY MADE PUBLIC. 


Allowance Asked for Prince Albert Not 
to Be Paid Until He Gains 
Throne. 


BRUSSELS. March 7.—The text of the 
tréaty for the annexation of the Conge in- 
dependent state to Belgium was made public 
today. It conforms to the official synopsis 
already given out: It makes it plain, how- 
ever, that the allowance asked for for Prince 
Albert, a nephew of the king, is not to be 
available until his accession to the throne, 
and that that for Princess Clementine, one 
of the king’s daughters, is not to be paid 
until she marries. The government's amend- 
ments will be submitted to the chamber next 
Tuesday.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, March 7.— Packers and shippers were 
in strong competition for hogs from the start and 
an early bulge of 5@10c was increased until at the 
finish it was a full grown 10c, and, some said, a 
shade more than the best price Friday. The aver- 
age price was 12c better, or $4.63, against $4.51 
Friday. Indications were that packers considered 
the big run at an end and were anxious to get their 
supplies before the shippers cleaned up the pens, 
paying the top price late in the day without a mur- 
mur. Receipts of cattle were only 300, and the 
steer market finished the week strong at 25@30c 
higher than a week The advent of the Lenten 
season had no effect on the demand, although pack- 
ers tried to use that for a hammer to depress values 
early in the week, and prices made their best gains 
in the last days of trading. Seven loads of sheep 
were received and they. went to shippers early in 
the day. Arrivals were nearly all Colorado lambs 
and brought $7.00@7.10. A feature of the week in 
the sheep market was the increased demand for 
heavy export lambs, exporters taking more than in 
any previous week this season. 


CATTLE. 


An active demand for lightwetght beef cattle and 
a disposition among buyers to take the heavier class 
more readily gave the market a uniformity of 
prices, which was one of the brightest features of 
the week. It brought shippers, packers. and feed- 
ers in closer competition and resulted in higher 
prices for all good cattle. The spread between cow 
prices and lower grades of steers was narrowed and 
packers took the better grade of feeders in prefer- 
ence to cows, thus running into opposition with 
country buyers and forcing this grade of cattle 10@ 
Ide higher than a week ago, while cows were weak 
to 10@15¢ lower on the poorest. Steers that went 
over the scales at $5.65@5.75 made the best gains 
during the week, selling fully 30c higher than a 
week ago. This was due to the strong competition 
between shippers and exporters, who were keen 
after this grade of cattle. Exporters took 7.260 
head of cattle this week, against 5.906 a week ago. 
Calves were easy, with traders looking for larger 
arrivals next week. Prices were off 25@40c. and in 
some instances 50c, as compared with last week.

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SCHAEFER NEARS THE WIRE 


Match with Hoppe the Last Cue 
Championship for Wizard.“ 


FEELS HE HAS EARNED REST 


veteran Leaves Game to Younger Ex- 
perts—Talk of Amateur Event. 


When Jake Schaefer, the title holder, and 
Willie Hoppe bank for the opening shot in 
their 18-1 balk line billiard championship 
match: at Orchestra hal on Wednesday 
night the Wizard of the cue” will enter 
championship competition for the last time. 
The veteran, who has made Chicago his 
home for the greater part of his life and 
who has been playing for thirty-five years, 
has announced his intention of retiring from 
active competition. He declares he will 
never again take part in contests in which 
qi title is involved. 

For years Schaefer has been in the front 
rank among the world’s greatest billiardists. 
He has won and held more titles than any 
other man in his time. Despite poor health, 
which has greatly handicapped him in his 
matches in recent years, he has hung on 
by sheer grit when younger players were 
striving to win his honors away from him. 
But now the Wigard believes it is time 
to step down and out, and he asserts that, 
win or lose, he will never again defend or 
challenge for a title. 


“Wizard’’ in Need of Rest. 

Schaefer feels he has earned a rest. For 
thirty-five years he has been champion, off 
and on, at all styles of billiards, meeting the 
most brilliant students of an intricate game, 
He will not quit the game entirely, however, 
as he is too fond efit. On te contrary, he 
will, together with another expert of national 
reputation, start on a long exhibition tour 
that will cover several states and last until 
May 1. 

“T find that the strain of practicing for 
big matches is too wearing on me at my time 
of lite,“ he said ‘“‘ This strain of fitting for 
a billiard match nowadays, the uncertainty 
of the money, and other reasons are chiefly 
accountable for my decision. I am going to 
leave this struggle to younger men, although 
I feel that today I am as fit as ever for com- 
petition with them. I love tHe game and I 
like to play a sharp match as well as the 
next man. It is not the actual contest that I 
dread. it is the long drawn out practice and 
the attendant physical exertion that is so 
neceseary in conditioning for a big match. 

“The game is harder than it used to be, 
and I have made up my mind that, win or 
lose with this youngster Hoppe, it will be 
my last match. If I lose, Hoppe may rest 
assured I never will bother him again for the 
emblem or the title. If I should be so for- 
tunate as to defeat this excellent young man 
I will at once return the emblem to the donors 
and request that they arrange an open tour- 
nament to decide a new champion, or re- 
linguish the emblem to the first man who 
challenges for it. It matters not to me who 
secures it so long as he is a man capable of 
defending it as I have done at various times. 
I am through.” 


Match at 500 Points. 


The Schaefer-Hoppe match is at 500 points, 
for $500 a side, and the title which the 
“ Wizard first won in 1901. Soon after this 
George Sutton . challenged, and through 
Schaefer's tardiness in posting his forfeit 
the championship went to Sutton by default. 
In 1908 Maurice Vignaux challenged Sutton 
and defeated the American for the cham- 
pionship, which he held until Willie Hoppe 
went over and won the title from the French- 
man. In December Hoppe, who had ar. 
ranged another European invasion, forfeited 
his championship to Suttön, who in turn 
lost it to Schaefer when the two met a year 
ago in this city. 

Things are rapidly being put in-readiness 
for the opening nicht's play on Saturday 
of the national amateur championship at 
the Chicago Athletic association. Four of 
the six contestants already are in the city 
practicing for the struggle, while the other 
two are expected before the middle of the 
week. Those who have entered include tne 
pick of the country's crack amateurs and will 
represent territory from the Atlantic to the 
Patific. 


Six Experts to Compete. 


From Pagsaic, N. J., will eome Edward 
Gardner, champion of 1902 and 1906, while 
the other easterner who has entered the 
lists is J. F. Poggenberg of the Liederkransz 
club, New York. H. A. (Chick!) Wright, 
the Pacific coast champion from San Fran- 
cisco, will represent the far west. The three 
local men are Calvin Demarest, the C. A. A. 
crack, who is the present champion; C. F. 
Conklin, also of the C. A. A., who was cham- 
pion in 1905, and Clarence Jackson of the 
Illinois Athletic club. 

Demarest, in spite of his defeat by Hoppe, 
is expected to be the favorite of the tourna- 
ment. Last year he won his title in New 
York with a string of remarkable victories 
over many of the same men he will meet now. 
At the time he not only captured the cham- 
pionship, but also won all the principal 
prizes.

Distasteful to Sane Fan. 


This deliberate and elaborate preparation 
— the world’s rooting pennant of 1900 can 

ave only one eect on the mind of the aver- 
age baseball patron. He wonders to what 
other sport he can turn for amusement when 
he-has been driven from the baseball parks 
by bands of frenzied rooters, each striving 
to outdo the other. This isno narrow minded 
view of an individual, prejudiced or un- 
prejudiced. It is the composite of many ex- 
pressions of opinion from the different class- 
es of patrons who have made baseball pros- 
perous. 

Baseball rooting organizations are a good 
thing—in their place. That place is wholly 
subordinate to the game itself, as incidental 
features of the big events of the year, such 
as opening days, pennant raisings, important 
games between strong rivals, or world’s 
series. At such times they are merely ap- 
propriate, but not at all necessary. They 
do no harm and little good. Rooters’ clubs 
carried to an extreme, or asa daily feature 
of an average baseball week, are bound to 
become a:nuisance. That is not a guess or 
an expression of opinion. It is a demon- 
etrated fact, based on audible evidence fur- 
nished almost daily by scores of patrons last 
fall. 

The baseball rooter is a national institu- 
tion. He claims the right to yell and root 
and encourage his favorite team to his vocal 
limit in its battles for a championship. None 
disputes that right and nobody wants to 
suppress tim. But the real rooter wants to 
root when, how, and where he wants to and 
doesn’t need either help or guidance except 
from his own kind. There are exceptions, 
but usually the real rooter breaks loose when 
every one else feels like rooting, too. 


Rooting Should Be Spontaneous. 


Baseball rooting hitherto has been purely 
spontaneous. There is no need of organiza- 
tion to produce it or directit. Nothing can 
counterfeit the genuine article, for to be 
genuine it must be prompted by the feelings 
of the moment instead of being premeditated 
or planned long in advance. 

There is no doubt many games have been 
won by the support and encouragement given 
the players by the roten. But it has been 
done by inspiring the players with the knowl- 
edge that thousands—tens of thousands—of 
hearts were eagerly desiring them to accom- 
plish the seemingly impossible and by con- 
veying this inspiration by the uplifting of 
thousands of voices in spontaneous, sympa- 
thetic rooting. Mere noise, as such, never 
won or lost a baseball game. The heart 
interest expressed by thé human voice in 
multiples of thousands has accomplished the 
feat, although not half as frequently as is 
popularly imagined. 

As for rattling a visiting team, the general 
impression that noise or taunts and insults 
from the fans have a demoralizing effect is 
false. Not infrequently they have the oppo- 
site effect and nerve a team to greater efforts 
to beat the home nine out of spite. 

The real fan, who loves baseball for itself 
and its idols, will do all the rooting he wants 
to do without organized assistance or com- 
pulsion, and will inspire new enthusiasm for 
the game in others. The mere noise makers 
of the modern rooters’ clubs will drive away 
more people than they will attract, if allowed 
a free hand. 


Go to See Baseball, Not Root. 


Thousands of people go to baseball games 
every week to whom the actual result of the 
game is of minor importance. They may be 
strangers in the city. “They go to see base- 
bak. They love it for its skill, its excite- 
ment, its uncertainty. Other thousands, al- 
though deeply interested in the success of a 
competing team, want to concentrate their 
attention upon the game, upon the deeds and 
misdeeds of the players, They may want to 
yell their heads off perhaps, but only when the 
situation or the performance of player or 
team prompts it. There are times when the 
situation is so desperate or complex that gen- 
uine fans want to sit motionless, even breath- 

To these classes of patrons the game owes 
its existence, not to the noisy, mercurial 
brand. And to such patrons nothing can be 
more distasteful than the prospect of having 
to sit at every game they attend through two 
hours or more of continuous performance in 
the din making line; to have their ears filled 
and their nerves rasped by the constant 
clanging of gongs, the rattling of cowbells, 
the beating of drums, and the tooting of fish 
horns, without regard to Whether or not 
there is anything doing onthe field. Yet that 
is just the prospect local patrons are facing. 

Baseball needs no sideshows. It has made 
fteelf what it is—the one great cosmopolitan 
pastime above suspicion of dishonesty—sim- 
ply by being baseball. An occasional side- 
show, wholly overshadowed by a big day or 
Series, is harmiess. But when the sideshow 
attempts or threatens to overshadow the 
game itself it is time to get the hook.” 


Murphy's Action Commended. 


A local magnate made an extremely daring 
and on the surface of things, an unpopular 
move when he publicly expressed disap- 
proval of some of the method of the local 
rooting associations, particularly as he risked 
estranging the patrenage of the west side 
organization, one of the avowed pu-poses of 
which was to root for his team. For this rea- 
gon, if for no other, President Murphy of the 
Cubs deserves commendaticn foi starting a 
movement which was bound to come, in- 
stead of waiting until the public demanded 
mt. That would have been waiting until many 
had quit the game in disgust.

_ @nd@ a hotter one by the White Sox Rooters’ 
association? But from the big army of rea- 
gonable and coin contributing reoters of Chi- 
cago President Murphy has heard in no un-

Unquestionably there is beneath the sur- 
face of the enthusiasm which actuates the 
promoters and organizers of these rooting 
associations an element cf desire to shine 
individually or collectively by the reflected 
light of the calcium which attracts so many 
thousand eyes to the baseball diamond.

ang. believe they are prompted by civic pride 
or loyalty to a team. The thinking public 
knows better. The motive may not be one of 
which to be ashamed. It may be simply a 
natural desire to enhance one’s own reputa- 
tion in the same way the merchant adver- 
tises his wares. Bt it is there, as a rule.

SILER’S GOSSIP OF THE RING 


Johnson Not Likely to Fight 
Burns in England. 


MANAGER BLOCKS THE DEAL. 


Match, It Is Figured, Would Net More 
‘ Money in States. 


BY GEORGE SILER. 

Sam Fitzpatrick, whose present business is 
to prevent Jack Johnson from stubbing his 
toes while wondering along the pugilistic 
highway, does not, it seems, take any stock 
in the English syndicate’s offer of $6,000 for 
Johnson’s share to ight Tommy Burns. Sam 
says he is not in.touch with Promoter Kelly 
and that he will permit Jack to fight Burns 
only under the auspices of the National Sport- 
ing club of London. f 

When the offer first was broached neither 
Fitzpatrick nor Johnson considered it favor- 
ably because the fight would net more money 
in this country, but after thinking the matter 
over Johnson decided to accept simply to 
demonstrate to the American public that he 
values the honor of being champion of the 
world more than he does the money. The 
match, or Johnson's’ say 80, seemed as good 
as clinched, but as Jack pays Fitzpatrick to 
do his talking and his thinking Sam had the 
last say and declared against the syndicate. 

A certain clique of American fistic scribes 
who always has declared against a colored 
man fighting for the heavyweight champion- 
ship and who stood by Sullivan, Corbett, and 
Jeffries in their stand against fighting col- 
ored men seein determined to force Burns 
into a fight witk Johnson and this, strange 
as it, may seem, is because they believe the 
black can beat the white. That is not con- 
sistent with the view these people took of the 
situation during the reign of other cham- 
pions. If Johnson was not so formidable and 
was considered easy picking ’’ one might 
approve of forcing Burns to fight him, but as 
the reverse is the case the clique, it seems, 
wants a colored heavyweight champion. It 
is the first time in the history of the Ameri- 
can prize ring that such a demand really has 
been made. 

— 

What has brought about the change? Isit 
because Burns has been mixed up in several 
shady looking fights or is it because he is not 
a hail fellow well met? 

If the former, why not dig up the number of 
suspicious looking battles that Johnson took 
part in at Los Angeles and in the east? 
Then, too, who among those that are behind 
Johnson would consider him, because of his 
color, a hall fellow well met? Would they 
consider him socially or care to promenade 
arm in arm with him on any of our public 
thoroughfares? 

This country never has had a champion 
a hom it was not deemed an honor to meet, 
to drink with, or to dine with. Would the 
same feeling obtain with a colored man as 
champion? 

— 

It might be argued that we have a colored 
lightweight champion and have had colored 
champions of the feather and welterweight 
divisions. We have colored lawyers and phy- 
ticians also, but never a colored president. 

The heavyweight championship, especially 
the world’s title In that class, is considered 
the highest honor In pugtlism, and any man 
who ean win it, regardless of color or nativ- 
ty, is entitled to it. But there really should 
not be so much ill feeling and prejudice 
érainst a white champion and so much fa- 
voritism towards a colored aspirant. 

I doubt if Burns ever will be a popular 
champion, still I see no reason why he should 
not. He is well behaved, deports himself 
much better than have some of our other 
champions, and has brains enough to conduct 
his business. Probably his excellent quali 
tles out ot the ring and the fact he does not 
require a manager is the cause of his un- 
popularity. Surely his enemies can find 
no fault with his fighting ability? He never 
has refused to challenge since he became 
champion and defeated those whom he 
fought. 

+> 

Regarding Johnson, Burns never refused 
to fight him, and when he does meet the 
colored man there will be plenty of money 
behind him. The syndicate’s offer of $5,000 to 
Johnson. win, lose, or draw, does seem small 
considering the amount of money the fight 
would draw in this country, but it is more 
money than Jack ever earned ina fight. Be- 
sides, he is getting a whack at the world’s 
title. which, should he win, would net him 
a fortune. The money, therefore, should 
not enter into the affair, especially as he 18 
cock sure he can beat Burns. Futhermore, 
he repeatedly has stated he would willingly 
fight Tommy for nothing just to convince 
the public he is a better man and, also, to 
secure the championship. 

This fighting for nothing, or for the small 
sum ot $5,000 when more can be gained by 
battling in America, however, does not suil 
Manager Filizpatrick, as the larger the money 
end for Johnson the bigger his rake off. 

The size of the ring, sixteen feet, suggested 
by Burns caused some surprise. as a larger 


ring, it was thought, would be more favor-: 


able. When he was fighting in this country 
he depended much on his speedy foot work to 
avoid danger, but probably his recent suc- 
cesses caused him to change his style of mill- 
ing. A sixteen foot ring would bring the 
men so close together the battle would re- 
solve itseif into a toe to toe slugging bee, 
which, one would suppose, would be advan- 
tageous fo Johnson.

@ colt foal by Vice Commodore, dam Silicon 
2:13%, by Wilton. . 

This colt is something more than a halt 
brother to the Futurity winner, Siliko, that 
Madden sold to go to Burope a couple of 
months ago. That relationship exists by 
virtue of their common dam, Silicon. But 
the new arrival is superexcellently bred in 
the male line, so far as blood lines are con- 
cerned, his sire, in addition to having speed 
enough for a 2:11 record last fall, being by 
Bingen and out of Narion, she by Arion and 
out of Nancy Hanks. A glance shows a lot 
of championship blood in this pedigree. Arion 
holds the 2 year old trotting mark, 2:10%. 
Nancy Hanks was a world's champion, 2:04, 
and Bingen was a wonderful colt trotter, 
trialing better than 2:13 at 2 and eventually 
taking a race record of 2:06%. He is now 
admittedly one of the best trotting sires, dnd 
in addition he is a horse of magnificent con- 
formation, and came out of his hard cam- 
paigns sound as a new dollar. 

The colt from Silicon, which is the first of 
the get of Vice Commodore from a really 
great mare, inherits a combination of blood 
lines which should insure his being a great 
trotter. Vice Commodore was better pa- 
tronized last year than any stud in the bide 
grass, which is a good test of merit viewed 
from a certain angle, but as an individual 
and a trotter I have seen stallions that suited 
me a great deal better than he does. 


Vice Commodore Has Speed. 

The speed was there all right, but he was 
Bot, to me, an impressive horse at ret or 
im motion, and his gait did not fill my eye. 
It doubtless was with Vice Commodore in 
mind that Madden was willing to sel! Siliko, 
and on the latter point he did the breed- 
ing interests of the country a real sery- 
we, it being nothing short of a misfor- 
tune to have a pony stallion like the fu- 
turity winner kept for the stud, especiai'y 
when he comes of a race of ponies on the 
side of his dam. Right now there are far 
too many midget stallions being mated with 
the best mares in the land. They are almost 
without exception colt trotters, and in view 
of their precocity in the speed line and the 
fact that they trace in the male line to 
George Wilkes or Electioneer, their ratliks 
appearance is forgiven, if not fergotten. 
What the trotting interest needs as much 
as anything is a forcible divorcee, if need 
be, from the idea that size is not an essen- 

| consideration in the selection of a ire. 

ere are enough good, big horses to 
make it feasible to keep away from the good 
little ones, and there are still plenty of im- 
perfections impossible to be avoided if one 
starts out with speed as the first requisite. 
Peter the Great and Todd, the leading young 
Ares of today, at least have size. Todd 
is not a horse one would select on his con- 
formation, and his legs could be improved, 
but he is a great sire of colt speed, and h:s 
foals have size, as do those of Peter the 
Great. If Vice Commodore breeds large and 
gets speed, all else will be forgiven hira. 

Lodaller a Handsome Horse. 


M. T. Grattan of Preston, Minn. who is 
& practical horsemen in every sense of the 
word, being not onl; a breeder of more than 


a quarter of a centur- experience, but also 
a successful trainer and driver, and one ef 


the best starters in the land, has decided to 
not race his trotting stallion Lodaller this 


year. 

Lodaller, a remarkably handsome horse by 
Allerton, 2:09: dam Lodina, 2:18\%. by Call- 
fornia, has something more than speed and 
good blood lines to recommend him, as he 
has taken down seven blue ribbons in the 
show ring, never being defeated. As a trot- 
ter he made good all and more than was 
claimed for him. Shown in the morning at 
the Minnesota fairs, and raced in the after- 
noon, he was successful at both kinds of 
competition until an accident on the race- 
track, caused by a runaway mare which 
dashed into Lodaller’s sulky, injured him 
so seriously as to prevent further racing that 
season. Up to that time his record was only 
2:25%, but from the manner In which he on- 
died his fields he evidently was the mak- 
ing of a 2:15 trotter right away. Mr. Grat- 
tan, who does not overestimate his own 
horses, is firmly of the opinion that Lodaller 
eventually will train into the 2:10 list. 


Grattan Starts Crusade. 

In addition to his accomplishments in the 
horse line, Mr. Grattan is a most entertain- 
ing writer, and as a race reporter won his 
spure years ago attending the grand circuit 
trotting meetings for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
Just now he is on the verge of a crusade 
against stock farm owners who neglect, or 
allow the farm hands to neglect, the mares 
sent to their stallions by outside owners. 
In the current number of the Horseman and 
Stockman Mr. Grattan gives some interest- 
ing instances anent the subject in hand. A 
neighbor shipped three fat, hearty, and 
rugged mares to a good stallion. Two came 
back living skeletons and not with foal. The 
other never came back. Then a clergyman 
who had a stout, hearty filly shipped her, fine 
and fat, to another state.to be bred. After 
a while her death from indigestion was re- 
ported, “and this,“ relates the chronicler, 
“in a sense was true, for she was unable to 
digest the food she did not get. In plain Eng- 
lish, she starved to death like the missing 
mare of the three. In these cases the mare 
owners took things on trust and suffered ac- 
cordingly, but in another instance a little 
early caution paid big dividends. 

The cautious man desired to breed a couple 
of mares that had raced well to a noted 
stallion, but decided to do some advance 
work. So he went to the farm where the 
stallion was owned, and saw so much that on 
returning home he sent a man with his mares 
and ordered him to stay there as long as the 
mares did, for no other purpose than to ee 
they were properly fed and cared for. 
“Don’t ever ship a mare alone to that place 
if you think anything of her,” he told his 


friends. 


Lazy Boys Neglect Mares. 

To those who expressed surprise that the 
owner of the establishment, a well known 
man, should allow such things, the answer 
was: He is away most of the time, and 
the lazy boys neglect the mares shamefully. 
There is no question as to the truth of the 
picture drawn, although the number of 
farms where neglect is the rule are few in 
number. | 

The incidents given are from life, however, 
and no doubt many more could be adducéd, 
In a general way it is safe to say that any 
stallion owner who does not pass the great- 
er portion of his time at the farm knows 
practically nothing of what goes on there. 
That the situation depicted by Mr. Grattan is 
not a new one may be inferred from the 
fact that years ago the late John L. Mitchell 
of Milwaukee, whose palatial establishment, 
“ Meadowmere,” with its racetrack, fine 
stabling and otherwise perfect equipment 
furnished accommodations for the band of 
broodmares owned by the Wisconsin man, 
told me he had decided never to send a mare 
away to be bred except with a man in e a 
I mentioned that the horse under consider 
tion was owned by a gentleman who, Ake Mr. 
Mitchell, was in the game for the fun of It, 
but Mr. Mitchell was adamant. I have had 
three or four mares come back starved from 
the most notable breeding farms in the coun- 
try,” he said, and that's enough for me.“ 

The remedy, as pointed out by Mr. Grattan, 
is a simple and effective one. Absolving the 
owners, in a general way, from personal 
knowledge of the neglect visited on other peo- 
ple’s broodimares, he says they should see 
to it that every mare is weighed on arrival, 
and if she weighs materially less on leaving 
without having in the meantime been sick 
he should cancel all bills against her, dis- 
charge the man who had the care of her and 
hire another with pay conditioned upon suc- 
cess in keeping the broodmares from falling 
away. 


Ample Fees Are Paid. 


There is no injustice in this attitude, be- 
cause the owners of stallions with sufficient 
repute to attract outside mares receive in 
every instance more than ample pay for 
everything they undertake .to do for the 
boarders. Where the farm owners are around 
the place most of the time these things nat- 
urally are attended to, but in their absence 
things frequently assume 4 go-as-you-please 
aspect which redounds to the injury of the 
nags on the farm. A bunch of mares in a 
field’ far from the barn stove will get all the 
worst of it on inclement days. No intelli- 
gent daily inspection of the stock in genera] 
is made, and it is only when something seri- 
ous has happened that measures of observa- 
tion and prevention which should have been 
im vogue all the time finally are taken.

BRIDGE HAS MANY-DEVOTERS 


Variety of Play Makes It Most 
Popular Indoor Game. 


DANGERS TO BE ‘AVOIDED. 


Progressive Seoring and Arbitrary 
Conventions Sources of ‘Trouble. 


BY A. R METCALFE, | 


Bridge today undoubtedly has achieved a 
greater degree of popularity than ever has 
been acquired by any other indoor game. 
This popularity is well deserved and is due 
entirely to the variety and sustained interest 
which bridge players enjoy. 

There are two things which lovers of the 
game must combat, however, if bridge is to 
be kept up/to its present high standard. 
One of th is the method. which is used 
in scoring progressive bridge games, the 
other the use of improper and arbitrary con- 
ventions. 

The customary method of scoring a pro- 
gressive bridge game at present is for part- 
ners to be drawn at random and four deals 
played at each table, after which all the 
players move and “pivot,” each .player 
drawing a new partner for the next set of 
four deals. At each table the pair which is 
ahead on the four deals is awarded 25 or 50 
points bonus. It would be much fairer to 
award the bonus to the pair which has the 
smaller score, as in nearly every case they 
have much weaker hands and therefore have 
a better claim to the bonus than their op- 
ponents. 


Poor Player May Win. 


Under this ingenious method of scoring 
there is no reason why the player who has 
piayed the poorest bridge shöuld not secure 
first prize and the one who has played the 
best bridge the booby ”’ prize. It is a mat- 
ter of luck entirely and it would be quite as 
fair to shake dice for the prizes, and the 
latter thod would just as well determine 
the relative abillity of the players. 

Over a year since Mr. L. J. Bruck of New 
York, editor of Bridge, devised a method of 
scoring in progressive bridge games which 
ig admirable in every way and entirely suc- 
cessful. The most beautiful play at bridge 
centers about the play to thescore. Doubling 
to the score, declaring to the score, and play- 
ing to the score are the finest features of the 
game, and they are entirely eliminatedin the 
old style of progressive game. Soe. 


Advance Partners Chosen. 

Mr. Bruck’s method is, briefly, as follows: 

Partnerships are arranged in advance and 
players retain their partners throughout the 
game. The north-south players do not move 
at all, but the east-west players are moved 
after each set of four deals, just as they are 
in a game of duplicate whist. If one pair 
succeeds in winning the rubber in the four 
deals, 100 points are given them the same 
as in an ordinary game of bridge. 

When a rubber is not completed, as is gen- 
erally the case, fifty points are awarded for 
each game won and a bonus is given to the 
players ahead in the unfinished game, as fol- 
lows: 

If it is the rubber game, the pair which is 
ahead is given three additional points for 
each point on the game which they have 
secured above their adversaries’ score.

given thirty-six points. 


Bonus Represents Chances. 

If it is not the rubber game the pair which 
is ahead is given one and one-half tricks 
for each point which they lead their ad- 
versaries. This bonus has nothing to do

Heart Convention Arbitrary.

Great Work of Pioneer Shops. 


During the 808 a great number of small 
and large stamp mille—free milling gold 
mille, gold mille with concentrators, wet 
crushing silver mills, and dry crushing silver 
mille—were designed and built in Chicago by 
the pioneer stops. The South African mills 
were provided with stamps as heavy as 1,300 
to 1,400 pounds, while in the Black Hills 860 
pound stamps were most common. 

In Alaska 1,050 pound stamps gave the best 
results and a number of large mills were built 
there in the 808 by the Chicago shops. 

Heavy stéam stamps, each capable of 
crushing over 200 tons of ore per day of 
twenty*four hours, were built in this period 
in Chicago, some of them being shipped to 
Australia. 

The Anaconda Mining company of Montana 
was furnished thirteen of these powerful 
stampe, the shipping weight of which was 
more than 2,000,000 pounds.

For the African mills not only the ma- 
chmery was manufactured in Chicago but 
the timber frames for the batteries and ore 
bins, together with all the timber for the 
buildings, were cut, assembled here, and 

phipped, knocked down, by steamer from 
New Orleans. 

In 1880 the first water jacketed smelting 
furnace was designed and built in Chicago 
at the old Fraser & Chalmers shop. The 
cast fron jackets, being hollow casings forty- 
eight inches high, with a five inch water 
space, were built in sections suitable for re- 
moval in case of repairs, each section hav- 
ing several tuyéres, or round openings, 
through which the blast entered the lower 
part of the furnace from the bustle pipe 
encircling it, and by a branch and main 
pipe to the blower.

Introduce the Copper Converters. 


The copper converters were first introduced

These first converters were small compared 
with the converters of today, those of three 
to five tons capacity being the most common. 
In the ‘90s, however, six, seven, and eight 
ton converters were designed, and nowadays 
ten and twelve tons are common.

New Design for Stamp Mill. 

A new three stamp prospecting mill has 
been designed to meet the demand for a 
ght, compact plant, capable of being easily 
and quickly taken apart and transported on 
mule back and erected when desired.

Few beginners endowed with common sense 
are anxious to invest too heavily at first, so 
for an illustration it is best to take a farm 
some eighty acres in extent, an area that 
can be cultivated economically as far as 
labor ts concerned.

If the owner of the farm only intends to re- 
side there occasionally, he must, of course, 
employ a married man to do the farm work 
during the summer months, and attend the 
live stock in winter, while his wife looks after 
the poultry. A youth, possibly one of their 
family, would still be necessary, however, 
Yor the busy term. If $3 a week was allowed 
them for his board, and the wife was diplo- 
matically given a small interest in the poul- 
try profits, besides being allowed extras for 
extra work, a suitable couple should be ob- 
tained for $500a year all told. The additional 
cost of the boy making the total amount 
for labor in this case about $675. 

Possibly the owner himself, or some of his 
family, may be able to supply all or part of 
the necessary labor, but in any case the 
laborer is worthy of his hire, so I shall base 
my calculations on my first estimate—an ex- 
perienced man and a boy.

Detectives Outwitted by Criminals. 
By John T. Thom 


HE wily detective, the hero worshipped 
by “Danny Dreamer” and the other 
regular little messenger boys who read 
the dime novels, being human, is liable 

to err. Many of the mistakes of de- 

tectives are those of mistaken identity. Some 
time ago a man belonging to one of the best 
known and wealthiest families in the coun- 
try was greatly surprised and more indig- 
nant when he was arrested by a detective 
who thought he had captured a criminal 
who recently had escaped from prison. Pro- 
fuse explanations on the part of the captured 
man were followed by equally profuse apolo- 
gies on the part of the detective, so that the 
incident closed without ill will on either side. 

A mistake with 4 more tragic result oc- 
curred in England in 1879. The mistake 
arose in connection with the famous Edling- 
ham Durglary, when two men were brought 
before the Newcastle assizes charged with 
the robbing of the vicarage. It appears that 
when the vicar interrupted his unwelcome 
visitors they had shot at him, so that the 
charge of attempted murder was added to 
that of burglary. The two men, Brannaghan 


‘and Murphy, who were charged with the 


crime were convicted and sentenced to lite 
imprisonment, as the evidence seemed to be 
convinéing beyorid the shadow of a doubt. 
They served seven years of theirterm. Then 
two other men confessed that they alone 
were guilty of the robbery.

Evidence Against Wrong Man. 

Supt. Butcher, one of the most astute de- 
tectives Scotland yard ever possessed, was 
sent down to investigate the mystery. The 
chief of the local police, who had been in 
charge of the investigation at the time of the 
robbery, had died meanwhile, but some of 
the subordinates who had assisted him were 
placed on trial, it being alleged that they had 
concocted evidence willfully, upon which 
evidence the two men wereconvicted. After 
a long trial the jury found them innocent 
of willfully manufacturing evidence, but the 
judge, in summing up, pointed out that there 
had been grievous mistakes in judgment on 
the part of the police. 

De Tourville, one of the most terrible of 
the European criminals, escaped punish- 
ment for a long time because of the mistake 
of a detective. The death of a woman at 
Scarborough by what De Tourville declared 
was the accidental discharge of a revolver 
was investigated by a detective from Lon- 
don, but so frank and open appeared the 
conduct of the great criminal and so flour- 
ishing was his appearance that the officer 
was misled and reported that he was con- 
vinced that the affair wae an accident. . 

When a few years later the death of the 
wife of De Tourville was being investigated— 
he murdered her by hurling her over a preci- 
pice in the Alps—the body of the woman 
who had died at Scarborough was exhumed 
and examined. It was found that, fax from 
killing herself by accident, she had been 
murdered by some one who had shot her in 
the back, so that a slight examination would 
have established the fact. The mistake of 
the detective at the time of the Scarborough 


‘crime had terrible results, for in the time 


he was allowed to go free he committed two 


more murders, 
Sometimes the biter is bit. .A short time 


ago one of the greatest detectives in the 
United States made the mistake of thinking 
he was decelving when he was beng de- 
ceived. Being in pursuit of a yoted crim- 
inal, and believing that the swindler was 
identical with a person staying at one of the 
best hotels, he made it his special business 
to become acquainted with the man. Fora 
time everything was lovely, the suspected 
man declaring that he recognized the de- 
tective as an acquaintance he had met some 
monthe previously at a summer resort. 

They talked together pleasantly and re- 
sumed the supposed acquaintance over sev- 
eral drinks. The detective thought he was 
drawing out the details of the suspected 
man’s past life and was gathering evidence 
that would be used against the criminal, 
when suddenly everything began to grow 
dim before the eyes of the man hunter. 

The next mortiing when he awoke he found 
himself in one of the hotel beds, and, hurry- 
ing down to the office, was told that his friend 
of the previous night had jeft the hatel of 
urgent business after putting him. to bed. 
The suspected man probably had spotted the 
detective from the first and had drugged his 
Arinks, thus,giving the swindler plenty of 
time to make his getaway.

Watchman Destroyed All Evidence. 

Sherlock Holmes constantly insisted that 
nothing in a room where a crime hed been 
committed should be touched, and this ap- 
pears to be a good rule, judging from a mis- 
take made by an intelligent police officer in 
Ireland. This policeman was placed in 
charge of a‘room in which a murder had 
been committed to see that nothing was dis- 
turbed until his superior offigers arrived. 
He found the time passed slowly amid such 
melancholy surroundings and proceeded to 
console himself with a pipe. He lit a candle 
which he found on the mantelpiece, and, 
finding a crumpled. up piece of paper on the 
floor, he used that for lighting his pipe. 

As he was afraid that his superiors would 
object to his smoking while on duty, he 
opened the window in order to let out the 
smell of the tobacco and in order to see them 
when they approached, so that he could put 
his pipe out in time. It was discovered later 
that in indulging in the innocent pleasure of 
a pipe of tobacey he destroyed three of 
the most important clews.~. *

from the charred remains, had been left 
there by the murderer himself, and the po- 
liceman hed forgotten whether he had found 
the window locked or unlocked when he 
opened it to let out the smell of smoke. Fur- 
thermore, the keen nosed detective who was 
put on the case smelled the odor of the to- 
bacco smoke, and, not knowing whence it 
originated, spent a lot of valuable time in 
tracing it down.

Detectives may arrest the wrong person 
sometimes; but more often they allow a 
criminal to go free for fear of holding an 
innocent man.

HE wide awake advertising solicitor 
today is diagnosing his favorable in- 
terviews as a physician diagnoses 4 
ease The solicitor who goes on day 
after day getting only ** favorable in- 

tervlews from the same prospects knows 
little about diagtiosing. He is the man who 
brings. to his publishers glowing accounts, 
but signs.up few, contracts. 

The “favorable interview is the worst 
enemy the new solicitor has, for he gener- 
ally will waste more time on it than in any 
other way. Solteitors are human. It is es- 
fer to call upon the prospect who always 
seems glad to see him, and who has a plZas- 
ant word to say about the paper, than it 
is to call.upon a man who makes short work 
in deciding not to advertise. : 

The new advertising solicitor, unless he 
gets right down to business and finds out 
as soon as possible what Is actually the 
matter with his prospects or with himself, 
will waste a lot of time talking shop with 
men who are, in most case, entirely out of 
the’ game. Many of these prospects have 
absolutely no intention of ever doing oual- 
ness with certain solicitors, but prefer in 
turning them down to do so without giving 
them a chance to argue about the reasons. 
Besides, a prospect often can get valuable 
pointers from solicitors about competitors. 
There are no better posted men in certain 
lines of trade than the advertising soiicl-

Alway sGlad to See Solicitor. 
Same years ago a solicitor re 


representing a 
trade paper was given the name of à certain 


grille manufacturer. This man never had 
advertised and no one knew how his name 
happened upon the list. The solicitor called 
upon the grille manufacturer, Who, noticing 
the advertisements of other grille peopie 
in the paper, listened attentively to the 
solicitor’s arguments and tried to learn ail 
he could about the other ‘fellow’s ‘selling 
methods.

One of the new features of this spring's 
dress materials is in the border cloths. Silks, 
challis, and cotton goods of various kinds 
come with the most bewitching border down 
the length on one side.

In designs and colors these new 
cloths Are simply bewitching. One way to 
make up a foulard with a border is shown 
with this article. The skirt proper is made 
quite simply and with atrain. It hangs soft 
and full about the feet and the border fin- 
ishes the bottom eege. Over this is draped 
an overekirt, the border forming the edge 
ot this also. This tunic opens a little to 
one side in the middle of the front, the border 
going up both edges. The tunic falls almost 
to the edge of the train in the back, being 
laid in soft pleits around the waist, and the 
material being so pliable and soft the effect 
is graceful in the extreme. There is com- 
paratively little of the material used in the 
waist, the body being of filet lace, and it 
should not be difficult to copy from the pic- 
ture. 

There la as great a variety as last year of 
the dainty frocks made of the various sheer 
white wash materials, Persian lawns, French 
nainsooks, dimities, and the like. It is as- 
tonishing’ what a variety of attractive de- 
signs can be used in making these pne piece 
dresses—and no work can be mofe fasci- 
nating than the fashioning of one of these 
dresses—and if sufficient time and pains are 
taken in the planning the difficulties must 
disappear like magic. Whey ene wishes to 
be especially dressed up, an «enders!ip of pink 
will be the correct thing. 

Of course, nothing takes the place of silk, 
but if economy has to be studied a most 
satisfactory substitute may be found in a 
fine quality of sateen, or, better still, Italian 
cloth which is like sateen, only firmer and 
lighter weight.

As can readily be seen, in place of using 
the plain dress material for the gore and 
front of the waist, there are two strips of 
embroidery which reach from the ruffle io 
the bottom of the shallow yoke on the Was:. 
These strips should be laid on the front gore 
in the desired position and basted, then the 
strips of lace insertion are basted on. it 
can readily be seen these are placed on 80 
that narrow spaces of the dress materia! 
are visible on each side of the embroidery. 
The lace and embroidery are stitched in 
place, then the material is cut away under- 
neath, leaving a good one-eighth inch mar- 
gin everywhere, and this is rolled back and 
hemmed down by hand. : 

This method applies-everywhere on th 
dress where the lace and.embroidery are 
used. The lines taken by the trimming must 
be marked off accurately on a plain shirt 
waist pattern. As can be seen, the material 
is tucked on the shoulders, and the lacc— 
three rowe of it—go across and around to 
the back. The back is like the front, ex- 
cepting for the strips going down the mid- 
die. The three rows of lace go straight 
across the back and there is a yoke to maten 
that in the front. The band which con- 
nects the waist and skirt consists of a three- 
quarter inch strip of the material with oné 
row of Jace on either edge. The sleeves come 
just over the elbow and have lace set in in 
block design. 

A natty design for a mercerized gingham 
in black and white, with a touch of red in it, 
is made up in the usual short plaited skirt, 
and two wide bias bands trim the skirt. The 
waist is on the pinafore style, opens in the 
front, and fastens single breasted with three 
fancy buttons. There are two ‘shoulder 
plaits, the large armhole with a straight 
piece get in, and the arm piece and opening 
in the neck are finished with narrow bands 
like those, on the skirt. A wash net guimpe 
and sleeves are worn with this, and the whole 
makes a most attractive dittle dress. 

Among all the other new things seen re- 
cently was a really lovely tea gown made of 
one of those beautiful Nowered challis. It 
was empire in style, there being a yoke made 
of the material laid in smooth folds, put on 
to form a V opening in the neck. The yoke 
came down to about one and one-half inches 
under the arms, and was straight on its lower 
edge both back and front. The opening in 
the neck was finished with a band of inser- 
tion and narrow edging. in German Valen- 
clennes. The skirt part had a double box 
plait in the middle of the back and was put 
on with only slight fullness across the front. 
A crushed band of silk; with rosette and 
short ends; crossed the bottom of the yoke. 
The sleeves were simple, slightly full sleeves, 
with dainty turriback cuffs made of the inser- 
tlon and lace. 5 
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As button hole loops are used to such a 
great extent on gowns, waists, and collars 
and cuffs, a beginner in the art of sewing 
will want to know how to make them prop- 
erly. Slip in the knotted thread by running 
it under the hem or tuck which finishes the 
back of the waist, ‘bringing the knot en 
the right side, where it may be cut off. The 
first stitch is taken on the right hand side 
of the loop. Put the needle in the distance 
from this: stitch from the width of the loop. 
The thread should be Kept to the left and the 
stitch should be taken in the edge of the ma- 
terial. 

Before drawing the needle out tak 
thread near the eye end of the eddie Pre 
tween the thumb and first finger of the right 
hand and throw the thread over the point of 
the needle as you would in making the but- 
ton hole stitch. This twists the thread du- 
the loop. Now place the needle into the same 
stitch on the right, where you began the 
work. Then put the needle through the same 
stitch on the left again and make a button 
hole loop. A third time take the needle 
through the stitch on the right.

Rip the narrow band off the turnover first, 
and then from a piece of lifien, or even mus- 
lin, cut a straight band which is enough 
longer than the turnover to allow the two 
ends to lap over one another comfortably, 
and which is enough deeper than the turn- 
over to allow for twoturn-ins about a quarter 
of an inch deep. 

Stitch the turnover to one edgeof the band, 
making the seam on the wrong side. Turn 
in the opposite edge of the band abdut a 
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quarter of an inch and stitch it to the line 
made by the former seam. Turn in the two 
ends about a quarter of an inch and stitch. 
Stitch the lower edge of the band to give it 
strength and body. Make a strong button- 
hole in the middle of the back of the collar 
and one on each side of the front. The open- 
ing of the turnover, which formerly was at 
the back, ts now at the front. Thecuffs may 
be treated In a like manner. 

If you have several pairs of cuffs whose 
collars to match are worn out, or if you do 
not care for the cuffs, cut a piece off of an 
end of each and seam, making it the exact 
size desired. 


To Fit a Two Piece Sleeve. 


Putting a two plece sleeve together is an 

almost impossible piece of work for a great 
many home workers, and yet, when one 
knows how, it is an easy matter. The two 
portions must have the position of the elbow 
clearly marked; also the seam lines. Lay 
the upper or larger sleeve, portion on a table 
and have the inside or front seam away from 
rou. 
‘ Lay the under or smaller sleeve portion on 
top of this, so that the elbow mark on both 
upper and under sides exactly meet. The 
seams are pinned together at the elbow, then 
up and down from the elbow, always keeping 
the traced seam line on both upper and under 
parts exactly together. 

Now, turn the sleeve around, so that the 
inside or front seam is next to you. Of 
course, the upper portion of the sleeve is 
considerably wider than,the under part and 
both upper and under parts are pretty bias 
from the elbow down, which means extra 
care must be taken in handling, so as not to 
stretch at all. Allow both parts to lay per- 
featly flat on the table, then bring the upper 
portion at the elbow line over to meet the 
elbow line of the under part, and pin together 
in the seam lines at this point. 

In this part of the work care must be taken 
to keep the sleeve on the table. There is no 
necessity in lifting it up to pin it, and the 
under side must lay flat all the time, and the 
upper part brought over and pinned, thus 


* 
making a fold in the upper part, Which makes 
the outside fold of the sleeve. 

After the pin is put in to hold the seams 
together at the elbow, bring the upper part 
above the elbow over to the under part, so 
that the fold in the upper part is absolutely 
smooth, without the slightest tendency of 
a twist; then pin in position—that is, pin 
the upper and under seams together unti! 
you come to one inch above the elbow, meas- 
uring this on the under halt of the sleeve. 
Then do the same sort of work with the part 
below the elbow until you come to withir 
one and one-half inches below the elbow. 
There will be fullness left u the upper part 
between the points above and below the el- 
bow, and a fine gathering must be put in on 
the traced line, and the fullness adjusted. 

When the sleeve is basted and held up, 
there should be one unbroken aud perfectly 
smooth fold on the outside of the sleeve 
from the top to the bottom. If the sleeve 
has Been correctly drafted, the upper part of 
the band will fold over a little towards the 
under part. This helps to keep the seam out 
of sight at the band. The sleeve should be 
tried on and the inside seam should come. 
when the arm hangs down straight, directly 
over the middle of the thumb. One test ofa 
well fitting and well setting sleeve is to 
turn the hand around, so that the palm is on 
top; the seam should not follow the hand in 
the least degree.

Leng before Leif 

Erickson, the hardy Norseman, sailed with 

his vikings across the north Atlantic; long 

before the days of ‘the Irish St. Brendan, 

or the Welsh Madoc or the Genoese Co- 

jumbus, the Greeks discovered the western 

h It was 2,228 years ago, @uring the reign of 

the pon 5 Alexander, that Ptolemy, a Gréek navigator, 

was swept by storm and wind with hie sailors to the 

shores of Uruguay. South America. : : 

The evidence of the discovery is incontestable. It 

came to Hight in 1827, at a time when Uttle attention 

was given to archeology, and when few Americans ever 

had heard of Leit Erickson, the Norse discoverer, or of 

Prince Madoc, the Welsh discoverer, or of St. Brendan, 
the Irish discoverer. 7 

The land reached by the Greeks of old is not familiar 

to us, though it is associated in the mind “with Gari* 

baldi, that hero of two worlds te whom the Italy of to- 

day is so greatly indebted.

Farmer Found Relics While Plowing. 
Not far from its stately capital city of Montevideo, 
in the year named above, a farmer of influence in the 
; 
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met was elegaritly wrought in bas relief, 


community near the city came upon à strange discov- 
ery. Making a slight excavation in a field, he discov- 
ered a. large, flat stone. Scraping, the dirt from it, he 
found to his surprise that it contained some lettering 
carved on ite surface. On removing the éarth about it 
the stone was found to rest upon a stone vault, er cel- 
lar, of small dimensions. The tablet stone was removed 
and the contents of the vault were brought to light. 
These included a large earthen vessel, two Ssncient 
swords, a helmet, and a shield. It was at once apparent 
that these relics, with the possibile exception of the urn, 
were of ancient Greek pattern. 

Despite the dryness of the climate and the care with 
which the walls of the vault had been sealed to exclude 
the air, the metallic articles were for the. most part 
deeply yusted. But fortunately it was possible to make 
out clearly the designs which they bore in relief.

On the handle of one of the swords was molded the 
head of a Greek, supposedly Alexander the Great, whose 
profile is familiar to students of antiquities. The hel- 
a the scene 
Which’ it portrayed was unmistakable. represented 
the stock picture of all lovers of the Iliad —the 
picture of Agneas dragging the dead body of Hector 
around the walls of Troy. 

Nothing more was needed to demonstrate the Greek 
character of the relics, but a further Tevelation was 
made when the inscription upon the tablet was studied. 


It was in Greek characters, néatly done; but it seemed 
at first Impossible to demonstrate anything more than 
this single fact. The weathering of the stone had 80 
obliterated the characters. that but few of them could 
be read with certainty. A careful cleaning of the stone 
‘brought out more of these, and the initial words stood 
out pretty clearly. : a

Obvious Error in Translation of Date. 

The inscription was translated thus: 

“IN THE REIGN OF ALEXANDER THE SON OF 
PHILIP, KING OF MACEDON, IN THE SIXTY-THIRD 
OLYMPIAD, PTOLEMY.” 

Here the letters became so obscure as to be unde- 
cipherable. 

Let us be thankful, however, that we have the date 
and the subject of the story which the tablet sought to 
tell, although we have not one word of the story itself. 

First, let us note the date. Alexander reigned from 
336 B. C. to 324 B. C.—that 4s to say, from the 110th 
Olympiad to the.113th. The Greeks used letters for fig- 
ures. The letters “xi.” and gamma represented 63, 
and the letters “rho,” lota,“ and “gamma” 113. Bvi- 
dently. in the first reading of the inscription,“ rho” and 
“jota” were mistaken for xi, and the reading should 
have been “in the one hundred and thirteenth 
Olympiad.” } 

This would mean some time within ‘the last. four 
years of Alexander’s reign. That wonderful reign of 
twelve years was 80 filled with great events that it 
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captivates the boys and girls*in the history classes 
of all*our high schools. It will add to their interest 
In that period to note this evidence of another achieve- 
ment.

Alexander Mad to Subdue the World. 

Alexander was absorbed in the story of the Trojan 
war; he slept with his book of Homer under his pil- 
low; he delighted in everything Greek: he burned to 
conquer remote lands, and to spread the Greek civili- 
zation over the world. Goldsmith represents him as 
looking out upon the moon with longing eyes, and 
lamenting that he could not extend his conquests be- 
yond the ether, to Include that heavenly ball. 

But Alexander's conquests were not all of war. 
Among the ornaments of his reign was the Greek

In that case, said Dupin, opening a drawer and 
producing a check book, “you may as well fill me up a 
check for the amount mentioned. When you have signed 
it I will hand you the letter.” 

I was astounded. The prefect appeared absolutely 
thunderstruck. For some minutes he remained speech- 
lets and motionless, looking incredulously at my friend 
with open mouth and eyes that seemed starting from 
their Sts; then, Apparently recovering himself in 
some measure, he seiged a pen and after several pauses 
and vacant stares finally filled up and signed a check for 
60,000 frances and handed it across the table to Dupin. 
The latter examined it carefully and deposited it in his 
pocketbook: Then. unlocking an eseriteire, he took 
thence a letter and gave it to the prefect. 

This functionary grasped it in a perfect agony of 
joy, openéd it with a trembling hand, cast a rapid 
glance at its contents, and then, scrambling and strug- 
gling to the door, rushed at length unceremoniously 
from the room and from the house without having ut- 
tered a syllable since Dupin had requested him to fill/up 
the check.

“Por its practical value it depends upon this,” re- 
plied Dupin; and the prefect and his cohorts fail so 
frequently, first, by default of this identification, and, 
secondly, by ill admeasurement, or rather through non- 
admeasurement, of the intellect with which they are 
engaged. They consider only their own ideas of inge- 
nuity, and in searching for anything hidden advert only 
to the modes in which they would have hidden it. When 
the cunning of the individua: felon is diverse in char- 
acter from théir own the felon foils them, of course. 
This always happens when it is above thelr own, and 
usually when it is below. 

“They have no variation of principle in their inves- 
tigations; at best, when urged by some Unusual emer- 
gency—by some extraordinary reward—they extend or 
exaggerate their old modes of practice without touch- 
ine their principles. What, for example, is all 
this boring. and probing, and sounding, and scrutinising 
with the microscope, and dividing the surface of the 
building into registered square igches—what,is it all but 
an exaggeration of the application of the One principle 
or set of principles of search which are based upon the 
one-set of notions regarding human ingenuity to which 
the prefect, in the long routine of his duty. has been 
accustomed ? 

“Now, in the case of Minister D don't you see 
that the prefect of police has taken it for granted that 
all men proceed to hide a letter not exactly in,a gimlet 
hole bored in a chair leg, but at least in some out of the 
way hole or .corner suggested by the same tenor of 
thought which would urge a man to secrete a letter in 
a gimlet hole bored in a chair leg? And don't you see 
also that such recherche nooks for concealment are suit- 
able only for ordinary occasions and would be adopted 
only by ordinary intellects? The prefect has been thor- 
oughly mystified, and the remote source of hie defeat 
lies in the supposition that the minister is a fool be- 
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cause he has acquired some renown as a poet. True, all 
fools are poets. The prefect is merely guilty of a non- 
distributio meal in thence inferring that all poets are 
fools. 

“But I happened te knew the minister,“ Dupin went 
on, while I smiled again at his tronical observations, “ne 
both poet and mathematician, and my measures were 
adapted to his capacity, with reference to the circum- 
stances by which he was surrounded. I knew bim as a 
courtier, too, and as a bold intriguant. Such a man, 1 
considered, could not fail to be aware of the ordinary 
police modes of action. He could not have fai'ed te an- 
ticipate—and events have proved that he did not fail to 
anticipate—the waylayings to which he was subjected. 
He must have foreseen, I reflected, the secret investi- 
gations of his premises. His frequent absences from 
home at night, so convenient for the searchers, were 
only ruses to enable them the sooner te arrive at the 
conviction that the letter was not there. I felt that the 
minister's whole train of thought would imperatively 
lead him to despise all the ordinary nooks of conceal- 
ment.

These, like the overlargely 
lettered signs and placards of the street, escape obser- 
vation by dint of being excessively obvious. And here 
the physical oversight is precisely analogous with the 
moral inapprehension by which the intellect suffers to 
pass unnoticed those considerations which are too ob- 
trusively and too palpably self-evident. 


“The more I reflected upon the daring, dashing, and 
discriminating ingenuity of Minister D——-, upon the 
fact that the document must always have been at hand 
if he intended to use it to good purpose, and upon the 
decisive evidence obtained by the prefect that it was not 
hidden within the limits of that dignitary’s ordinary 
search, the more satisfied I became that to conceal! this

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HARITY that shall cover the multitude 
of sins” is a word having no place in 
the Jewish bible, but it is an expression 
of pride in the Jew that the Jewish char- 
ity of all others never dies.

No 
Jewish institution for the relief of dependent Jews 
lapses, dwiniles, and disappears so long as it has a 
charity mission to perform. 

In the New Testament of the Christian the word 
“charity” recurs more than a score of times in its 
gospels. It finds not even one place in the Old Testa- 
ment. But in the dispensing of a quarter of a million 
dollars a year in aid of dependent Jews of Chicago 
the Gentile admits that the Jewish .contributer to 
Jewish charity shoulders his responsibility to his race 
with little questioning and with liberal n

No Jew Need Go Hungry in Chicago. 

No Jew in Chicago need go hungry and without 
shelter. No Jew who is recognized as such by his 
fellows ever is buried in the unnamed grave of the 
potter’s fleld. He may have money for the asking, 
either to feed his hunger or to establish himself in a 
small way that he may do something in support of 
himself and of his family. . 

Half a dozen societies charged with the severa 
diversified services which the dependent Jew may 
stand in need of are established to meet those needs 
and not the most illiterate foreigner of his race comes 
new to the city without ability to come in touch with 
helping hands. 

Approximately there are 130,000 Jews in Chicago. 
The expenditure of $250,000 in Jewish charity is an 
average per capita tax of almost $2 on every man, 
woman, and child of the Hebrew race. Only Jews 
are aided by these organization’, but among no other 
nationality. represented in Chicago's population does 
a simpler and more direct relief come than to the 
Jew in his need. 

With the cinders of travel upon him and his scant 
clothing in a bag upon his shoulders, the Jewish im- 
migrant landing in a Chicago railway station, strange 
in @ strange land, has a first impulse to seek out a 
Jewish synagogue. For with the Jew his synagogue 
is the doorway to the satisfaction of his physical 
needs. Here he gives an account of himself, and 
establishing his need he is given money in hand to 
meet these necessities. Thereafter he is a charge 
‘upon the Chicago people of his race until he has grad- 
uated to a niche somewhere in the economy of metro- 
politan civilization.

Charity’s Hands Are Tied with Red Tape. 

Institutions for these needs have been established 
in logical and practical sequence. The element of 
chance has been eliminated in the matter of his as- 
sistance to a self-help that ia best calculated to re- 
lieve charity of its obligation. 

Lechem Lorevim society at 152 Maxwell street is 
prepared with a sheiter house in which the wayfarer 
may find bread and meat for his hunger and a bed in 
which to rest his tired head at night. If at the shel- 
ter house, after food and sleep, the wayfarer finds 
himself in tattered clothing which unfits him kor a 
working chance, the Malbish Arumim society is pre- 
pared to furnish him with clothing and shoes, which 
put him on a self-respecting basis among his. fellows. 

Fed and clothed and taking heart, this dependent 
one turns to the Gemilth Chasodim society, which is 
custodian of a working capital which the dependent 
one needs advanced. Here he passes questionings as 
to what line of work he is best prepared for doing. 
He is given counsel as he may need it, but far more 
than this, when it is decided what he would best do 
for himself, the society stands ready to advance him, 
without interest charge, whatever sum is necessary 
to put him upon his feet at self-support. 

As a small huckster, peddler, and merchant of 
the street, most of these applicanis are equipped. In 
advancing this money the sdciety has only the good 
faith of the applicant behind it that when the depend- 
ent one is able the money will be repaid. But in the 
history of the organisation there are few cases of men 
who deliberately have taken advantage of the charity.

Advice and Counsel Freely Given. 

When the Jewish dependent has established him- 
self in Chicago citizenship and when troubles come 
upon him in social way he finds a personal service 
bureau at Twelfth and Halsted streets, of

which he may seek counsel and help in his difficulties. 
In the Jewish population of the Ghetto one of the 
evils against which Jewish charity contends is that ef 
wife desertion. Perhaps the ignorant Russian Jew is 
most chargeable with this shortcOming, and one of 
the chief functions of the bureau of personal service 
is in patching up these domestic difficulties and in 
directing suffering families through the chain of relief 
institutions. 

Last in order, but not least in importance in Jewish 
conventions, is the Gomleh Chesed society, which sees 
to it that when the poor Jew is done with eartl ly 
things his body shall be spared the unidentified rest- 
ing place in the potter’s field. Caring for him when 
living, Jewish charity goes with the poor Jew to his 
last resting place, orderly and decently, according to 
the conventional rites which are established by his 
race. 

Thus in the dispensing of Jewish charity in Chi- 
cago this “charity” which finds ho place in the bible 
of the Jew virtually attends the needy from the cradle 
to the grave.

It is admitted by the Jew that men of his race 
are not disposed to beggary. Few peoples are more 
disposed to regulate expenditures according to income. 
Few nationalities are better prepared in crowded civ- 
Uizations for finding means to the end of a simple, 
contented living. But the fact remains that with a 
Jewish population of 130,000, which responds with its 
share of taxation to public charities, this population 
st ili taxes itself $2 per capita for the care of its de- 
pendent ones, 


How the Chicago Jew enters into the spirit of his 
charities is illustrated in a Jewish fair, which is 
scheduled fer a ten days’ run at Brooke's qasino, be- 
ginning on March 14. It is a “Streets of Jerusalem ” 
entertainment, in contrast with the “Streets of Paris 
show in Chicago about a year ago. The architectural 
designs of oy booths complete a street in the holy 
city, and the “proceeds of the fair are for the estab- 
lishment of an annex to the Marks Nathan Jewish 
Orphans’ home, 592 North Wood. street. 


This home, with 115 children already crowding it 
was made possible through the bequest of Marks 
Nathan, who left about $15,000 for the purpose. The 
crowding of the original home has made an annex 
costing $15,000 an urgent need, and in order to meet 
this need the “Streets of Jerusalem entertainment 
is planned by Jewish citizens, who anticipate that 
$25,000 may be cleared in the Course of its run. Al- 
ready more than $10,000 worth of goods has been do- 


nated for sale and faffle in the booths, and the pro- 
ceeds of a grand ball, which closes the fair on the 
night of March 22, is counted upon as a strong con- 
tributing feature.

But is “The Man from Home for a decade or for a century? Will our chil- 
dren's children (or, more exactly, your children’s children) be assisting it to other 
record runs a dozen years from now? Possibly. No man can say. Your children’s 
children could be doing worse, that’s true endugh. But we believe they will be doing 
better. There are American elassies to come. There are greater American plays 
to be written. The dear old drahmah is still an infant industry in this growing, ex- 
Panding, developing country of ours. And keep this fact before you: We have made 
more progress in the last ten years, both as playwrights and playgoers, plain and 
poetic, than we have heretofore made since Peter Stuyvesant poked holes in Broad- 
way with his wooden leg, and in spite of the fact that Broadway was a cleaner, more 
wholesome thoroughfare then than it is today. ; 

This contention, however, does not in the slightest degree detract from the glory 
that is Indiana’s\.or the honor due our native sons: They have written a play that 
will live for years, because it is human, because it proclaims something more than the 
triumph of artificial virtue over artificial vice.

Asa result Mrs. Russ Whytal and an 
excellent all round company had to do what 
they could with Indifferent material, and at 
the end the applause was mostly of the cour- 
teous variety.

the dramatist. Sarah says that Batal'le’s 
„Faust in its present form is unplayable, 
and that was made abundantly evident to 
anybody capable of taking a before-the- 
footlights view of the piece at the rehear- 
sals.

No More Freaks 
with the Circus. 


Exit the freak. 

This year, for the first time in the history 
of the Barnum & Balley circus, the big show 
will open the season in New York without its 
choice and familiar collection of ‘‘ human 
prodigies.” 

There are several reasons for eliminating 
the human prodigies, the management an- 
nounces. One is the impossibility of securing 
anything new, novel, or startling in the freak 
line. Another is the waning interest that the 
crowds have exhibited in the curio hall dis- 
play during the last two seasons. 

A third and important reason is the large 
number of letters received by the circus men 
criticising the exhibition of human abnor- 
malities '’ as part of the big show and ex- 
pressing the wish that something more ele- 
vating might be subetituted. 


— — 

The Medical Journal has also recentiy 
taken up the subject of the human prodi- 
gy scientifically and, after insisting that the 
“ profession of museum freaks is passing,” 
supplies scientific information to prove that, 
after all, the museum freak is, in the ma- 
jority of instances, simply the victim of an 
organic disease. 

The dwarfs and pygmies, it declares, are 
either “ nansomes or types of infantilism.” 
The ossifier man is a victim of “ polythritis 
defor mans, while the elastic skin man suf- 
fers from “ generalized dermatolysis.” “ Hy- 
pertrichoris” is the malady charged up to the 
bearded lady and the ion faced boy; the 
What-Ie-It is accused of being ‘‘ microceph- 
alous,“ and the Chinese giant was a case of 
“ acromegaly.”” The blue man’s color is 
charged up to “ argyria of the tissues, and 
improper heart action, and other freaks of 
nature are accused by names equally terrify- 
ing to the uninitiated.

she ie quick and ready with her answers 
and is wide awake.

“ During the hard times this winter there 
were girls who went in to drug stores to 
wrap bundles—and others became waitresses. 
Before they do this, though, the girls often 
apply to the agents who fill places as 
‘extras.’ For this they get $5 or $6 a week 
and a knowledge of working in the store.

* Roheartals are only called Mondays on 
the road, and when she has a day without 
traveling she has a chance to fix up her 
clothes. She also begins to send a little 
money home against the time when she is 
out of work. When she gets into a big town, 
however, with frequent rehearsals goirg on, 
one has to live at the theater, and if she fe 
slow with learning her new dancing steps, or 
is stupid, she does not even get her half hour 
for lunch. She may be called back to try it 
over until her lunch hour is cut down to ten 
minutes. 

“Here is where a girl has to bring her 
sewing with her. People have an idea that 
she sews in her dressing room for fun—but 
if she didn’t make underclothes, waists, and 
such things she wouldn't have anything to 
put on—barring, of course, the girl whe has 
her mother to make things for her. It takes 
all kinds of lingerie to wear under many 
kinds of her costumes, and this she has to 
furnish herself. 

“The management, of course, furnishes 
her costumes, but even when she gets her 
things she has to scrabble in her dressing 
room to keep hold of them. Things get 
mixed up, and one girl will grab your dress 
and get away with it before you know it. 
It generally is some y who is smaller than 
you are, and you find yourself with a dress 
that you cam hardly squeezeinto. You can't 
do anything—it is pretty nearly time for 
your cue, and if you miss that you are fined 
$5, 80 all there is for it is to hold your breath 
and get somebody to hook you into it.

“I remember how near I was to weeping 
once at a first night down at the Thirty-first 
Street theater. You kmow, on a first night 
everything. is commotion, commotion, com- 
motion. It's nothing uncommon for a girl 
to tumble over and faint with excitement. 
Even way up in the chorus girl quarters 
everything ts Upset. 

“One fret night my mother had made me 
a lovely new lace trimmed ‘petticoat with 
about twenty ruffies on it. I wouldn't say 
whether the girl next to me did it because 
she liked the petticoat, or whether she was 
just so excited she didn’t know what she 
was about—but, anyhow, the first thing she 
did was to grab my nice new skirt. When 
I discovered it, it was too late to do any- 
thing, and I had to go on with my old one. 

“My mother gat in the front row, and she 
had brought a friend to see how I looked, 
and I could see clear from the stage the 
frozen expression she had on when she saw 
my old petticoat and saw the other girl 
flirting around in my new one. 

Jou know, we have a sort of little horse- 
shoes on our heels, and another time, when 
I got about to the top of a long flight of 
stairs, I caught this in the step and fell 
cleAr to the bottom. Both of my heels came 
off, and I had to go on the stage and dance 
the best I could without any.

T sung at San Souci summer before last, 
when they had the opera company over there, 
and when they sang He's My Pal” the 
girle had a tussling match with each other 
and you had to watch for your life for fear 
of going over the footlights—there was more 
than one girl who Would try to put you over 
in earnest if she could throw you and not 
make it look as if she did It. 

As a rule though the girls are made out 
about fifty times worse than they are. Peo- 
ple never remember that it is the hardest 
thing for any men who hang about the 
doors to get in to see the chorus girls. Most 
of the girle are all for business and don't 
have much time to run around with men. 
Where they do, you will find that the other 
girls don't go with them—the girls who stay 
together and go with eath other are all 
right, and they will let the other kind pretty 
much alone. The worst thing they do Is to 
put up a big bluff and tell stories about their 
‘grand home’ and al) that.

They always have a name for each other. 
I am always ‘ Richie,” and a girl called 
Gordon is ‘Gordie,’ and there is always a 
‘Babe,’ and. generally there is somebody 
so crazy we call her ‘Luny.’ One girl we 
called Luny was so crazy she took two 
bottles of bromo seltzer to cure a headache. 
She tumbled over as soon as she got on the 
floor and they put her in one of the big 
barges—it was in the Prince of India.’

The board of education has taken the 
right step in ordering a thorough investi- 
gation of the conditions of safety in each 
school building of the city. Fire in- 
spectors in New York declare that there 
are ‘thirty-two buildings used for school 
purposes on Manhattan island in which 
the Collinwoed disaster might be repeated 
any day.

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RACETRACK GAMBLING. 

Gov. Hughes of New York has made 
good use of some of the multitude of let- 
ters which have come to bim within the 
last few days from men and women who 
have lived to regret that they or those on 
whom they were depegdent were victims 
of a get rich quick mania leading them to 
seek fortune at the racetrack. He has 
made some of them public in the interest 
of his bill, now before the. legislature, 
aimed at racetrack gambling. 

The betting ring and the poolroom need 
a vast amount of defense after these let- 
They came from 
women whose husbands squandered sala- 
ries which otherwise would have served 
to bring them comfort, from women whose 
sons have done time in consequence of 
the mania, from police officials whose ex- 
perience has shown them the racetrack 
without any of its glamour, and from men 
who confessed their own helplessness with 
the temptation before them.

, The existence of rules affords some de- 
gree of protection. The enforcement of 
the rules is equally important. An ad- 
vertised tour of inspection will be attend- 
ed by unlocked doors everywhere.

If 
the custom has been to disregard the 
rules, that must be stopped. No one 
willfully plans to endanger the lives of 
pupils, but custom sometimes makes com- 
fort and convenience of more importance 
than safety. 

The people of Chicago believe that con- 
ditions are good in the large majority of 
schools. A thorough investigation will 
serve to strengthen that belief. Inel- 
dentally it will lead to the abandoning 
of any features of administration which 
may have grown up in practical defiance 
of rules, even when no intention of wrong 
exists. Frequent inspection is a good 
thing. It is the lack of it which brings 
laxity and inattention to supposedly ade- 
quate safeguards of life. 


CO-OPERATION FOR HEALTH. 

The Indiana Harbor meeting of the 
Suburban Health league the other day 
brought out more clearly than ever the 
fact that health conditions are not partic- 
ularly favorable at the foot of Lake Mich- 
igan. There are some thriving towns 
there which make up part of thé greater 
Chicago. Gary, Indiana Harbor, East 
Chicago, Hammond, Whiting, and South 
Chicago are the principal places in this 
Calumet region. They are increasing in 
population and importance with the devel- 
opment of their industries. 

But they are having much trouble with 
typhoid fever. Hammond alone had 1,500 
cases last year. It is believed that fully 
1,000 cases may be found at the present 
time in the several towns mentioned. 
Such epidemic conditions show clearly that 
something is wrong. Nor is it hard to 
discover the trouble. The drainage is 
poor. The land is swampy in places and 
much of it is low: According to the Chi- 
cago health commissioner, the drainage 
from the towns forms a scum on the lake 
near the shore, polluting both water and 
air. 

The matter is one which has essential 
importance to the people who live in the 
towns. It has a connection with the 
healthfulness of Chicago itself. It ought 
to make a strong appeal to the stete au- 
thorities of Indiana. These new towns 
are bound to add materially to the popu- 
lation aud the wealth of the state, and 
everything possible should be done for 


No one ever goes to the places men- 
tioned without seeing how much must be 
done in the way of municipal improve- 
ments during the course of a décade to 
come. The beginnings have been planned 
on 4 large scale. That a great population 
will be found in these towns before many 
years have passed is believed by every 
one. In preparation for the future pros- 
perity of the region the provisions for 
public health are of the ‘greatest impor- 
tance. There are some difficult problems 
to be solved at large outlay. But they | 
must be solved, and that, too, before 
many more years have passed,

It may be of interest to recall the first eari 
of Hopetoun—the new marquis is the eighth 
earl of his line—was the son of that John 
Hope of Hopetoun who lost his life in the 
shipwreck of the Gloucester frigate in 1682, 
off the coast of Yarmouth, along with the 
earl of Roxburghe, and a number of other 
members of. the suite of the then duke of 
York, who was one of the few to escape, and 
whose rescue was little short of miraculous. 
The duke, who succeeded to the throne 
three years afterwards as King James II., 
was at the time lord high admiral of Great 
Britain, and to the best of my recollection 
this ie the last occasion of the shipwreck of 
any member of the English royal family. 
True, Queen Victoria's sailor son, the duke 
of Edinburgh (who died as sovereign duke 
of Coburg), run his flagship, the Sultan, on 
to a rock near Malta, while in command of 
the Mediterranean squadron, and the vessel 
eventually sank, but as it was subsequently 
refloated and restored to commission, and as 
moreover no lives were lost in the mishap, 
it las hardly correct to place the affair on the 
same line as the terrible shipwreck of the 
duke of York's frigate Gloucester with the 
loss of almost every one on board.

The Hopes are said to have originally gone 
to Scotland from France, in the train ot 
Magdalene, queen of James I., and Edward 
Hope was one of the leading citizens of 
Edinburgh in the reign of Mary Queen 6: 
Scots, and the great promoter of the refor- 
mation. His son, Henry Hope, was the 
ancester, firet of all of the earls of Hope- 
toun, and of the marquises of Linlithgow, 
also of the Hopes of Craighall, whose 
baronetey dates from 1628, and of the Hopes 
of Amsterdam, how represented by Adrian 
Hope.

Municipal Theater 
Shows Good Profit. 


The Academy of Music, Southampton, 
Mass., which is one of the few municipal 
theaters in the country, came out more than 
$2,000 to the good last year, which is con- 
sidered an excellent showing, as for a num- 
ber of years the theater was run at a loss. 

At the annual meeting of the trustees re- 
cently Manager Potter was commended for 
the manner in which he has run the theater 
and the $5,000 profits during the two years he 
has been in chafge are considered most cred- 
itable. The exact profits last year were 
$2,025, and in addition the theater was fitted 
with new velvet carpets, new electric lights 
in the foyer, and the grounds were regraded. 

During four of the twelve years of the thea- 
ter’s existence there were losses, the heaviest 
being In 1894, when the city was $2,501 out of 
pocket; 1896, $1,062; 1897, $1,046; 1800, $278; 
total, $4,977.

Ot much importance for several reasons 
was the letting of the contract for the con- 
struction of the La Salle hotel, at the north- 
west corner of La Salle and Madison streets, 
to the George A. Fuller company of New 
York last week. In the first place, it has re- 
moved all doubts as to the immediate con- 
struction of this magnificent building; in 
the second place, it will be a much needed 
addition te the hotel facilities of the city as 
well as an ornament from an architectural 
point of view; and, im the third place, it is 
the general belief of experienced brokers 
that it will have a materially stimulating 
effect on prdperty values in that vicinity, 
including the district north of Madison street 
for two or three blocks, 

The decision to begin work May 1 on the 
building comes just now in the nature of a 
tonic to business conditions generally, when 
retrenchment and postponed projeets are the 
order of the day, and it should for this rea- 
som prove deubly stimulating to the real 
estate market, for a $3,500,000 building ven- 
ture at the present time means a great deal. 
There is little doubt that public opinion quite 
generally had reached the conclusion that, in 
view of financial and genera! business con- 
@itions, there was little probability of this 
project being undertaken for some consider- 
able time. Prior to last fall's trouble it 
was looked’ upon by many as not likely to 
materialize for a year or more, even though 
it was admitted there was abundant need 
for it here, and after the financial &term 
broke it was relegated to the distant future 
with the stamp of doubtful possibility on ite 

It is for this reason that its present ma- 
terialization comes as an encouraging sur- 
prise, fot after all there is much of pioneer- 
ing in it as regards location far this clagg of 
hotels, and streng confidence in the future of 
the city and the availability of the location 
Was necessary to find the large sums of 
money required.

Those behind the project, known as the 
Hotel La Salle company, an Illinois corpora- 
tion with a capita} of $3,000,000, comprise 
Chicago and New York capitalists and busi- 
ness men with the follewing strong repre- 
septation of Chicago men on the board of 
directors:

Hotel Will Be Palace. 


The hotel, which will be in the renais- 
pance style of architectutfé, will not only oe 
one of the handsomest buildings of its kind 
In this gountry or the world, but also will be 
the largest constructed under an original con- 
tract. It will ececupy a quarter of a block 
with a frontage of 178 feet on La Salle street 
and 162% on Madison street. 

It will be 260 feet high above the street 
level, the extreme limit allowed by the build- 
ing ordinance. R will have twenty-four 
stories—twenty-two above the street level 
and two below—and will contain 1,72 roams. 
The steel columns will rest en 105 concrete 
galssons, which will be carried 110 feet be- 
low the street line, making a rigid structure 
No feet high containing 1,500,000 cubic feet. 

At the sidewalk the building will start 
with a highly polished granite base, on top 
of whieh will be three stories of stone rusti- 
cated by cushion ashiar. Above the third 
story and extending to the lower line of the 
copper cheneau erowning the roof will be 
Harvard brick with joints struck back. The 
capital of the shaft ils to be surmounted by 
a high two story parapet of stone colored 
terra cotta, consisting of pilaster like panele 
richly ornamented. On the parapet cornice 
will stand the terra cotta base of the man- 
sard roof. 


No Stores in Building. 


A radical departure from nearly all hotels 
in Chicago will be the absence of stores, the 
result being the entire first floor will be 
given over to the use of the guests. The 
main dining room will be at the corner of 
Madison street and will be 80x50 feet, over 
2% feet High, and without a pillar or 
column to mar its beauty. It is asserted it 
will be the handsomest dining room in the 
city. A palm room, men’s café, and buffet 
also will be on the first floor, while the ban- 
quet halls or ballrooms, two in number, will 
be on the nineteenth floor. The larger will 
be 140 feet long, 46 feet wide, and 80 feet 
high, and will seat 1.000 people at tables. 
All the other details have been worked out 
by Holabird & Roche, the architects, with 
a view to perfection in comfort and elegance 
of appearance. 

The management of the hotel will be in the 
hands of George H. Gasley, connected for 
several years with the management of the 
Waldorf-Astoria and St. Regis hotels of 
New York. Unt Otto Young's death he 
was busy with him in planning for the ere - 


tion of, the big hotel contemplated by him 


en Michigan avenue 


Says It Will Be Cosmopolitan. 

In speaking of the policy of the hotel, Mr. 
Gazley said: 

“We are going to cater to the best people 
in every respectable class. We are not going 
to be hosts for the ultra-rich exclusively 
nor for the traveling commercial men ex- 
chusively. Ours will be a high class coamo- 
politan hotel. The prices of our suites will 
run from $26 day down, Prices of rooms 
will run from 810 per day Gown, some being 
as low as $1.50 per day. If you must draw 
comparisons, you may. say that the La Galle, 
the. Waldorf-Astoria and Belmont of New 
York, and the Belleview-Stratford of Phila- 
deiphia are in the same class, because we 
will more closely resemble them than any 
other. 

„ have worked on the plans of the La 
Balle for nearly a year now, supervising 
the arrangement of rooms, the location of 
itehens and operating departments, and 


the situation and arrangement of dining 
rooms." 

The work of removing the present build- 
ings will begin May 1, and usder the con- 
tract the new building is to be completed in 
fifteen months. 
| Another interesting feature of the enter- 
prise, as indicating the sharp decline in the 
price of building materials, is the statement 
that the cost ot construction will be 20 per 
cent less than @ year ago, a saving of 700. 
000. 


Assignments on Record. 

Im connection with this project there were 
filed for record during the week assignments 
by the Illinois Life Insurance company of the 
leasehold interest in the several properties 
composing the site of the hotel, together with 
a ninety-nine year lease of the Oriental prop- 
erty, owned by the insurance company. For 
this an annual rental of $88,400 is to be paid 
after the first year, while the ground rent 
to be paid for the company will be $100,008, or 
4 per cent on $2,500,000. The insurance com- 
pany will receive a ret rental of §46,000 a 
year after the building period. 


South Side Transactions. 


RIVER STREET—The estate of Joel C. 
Walker sold to Frank FP. Graves the prop- 
erty at 30-32, extending back to the river,

Judgment Searches. 


The following from the Real Estate News 
should prove interesting to real estate 
brokers as well as owners: 

Lawyers who examine titles to real es- 
tate must not overlook the fact that a judge- 
ment of record against WilMam John Smith 
may be a lien against property which of 
record appears in the name of William 
Charles Smith, and so on through the alpha- 
bet. The second given name does not count, 
neither does the spelling of the surname. 
Lawyers should not permit abstract eom- 
panies to avoid their just responsibility by 
the usual reservation that they have not 
investigated and de not certify as to judg- 
ments againet Smith by any other name, or 
against William Smith with any other middle 
initial. The practice is defended on the 
| ground of economy, but it is unsafe. To 
omit a judgment search altogether would be 
eheaper still and just about as reasonable. 
The abstract should show all judgment liens. 
and an examining attorney ought not to 
take @ responsibility which the abstract 
maker declines. Certificates with reserva- 
tions are numerous, but they are not good.”
